SEASONABLE HINTS. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
lrish Times, the - Poultry 
Correspondent says :— 

Ducklings for market are easily reared, and 
find a ready sale at this time and for 
the next few months. As many as pos- 
sible should be hatched now for this 
purpose, as the earlier they are marketed 
the better the price. They only require 
the mother hen for about a fortnight if 
the weather is warm. They can be kept 
in a small space, and, if properly fed, 
they grow quickly and are ready for 
market at eight weeks old. They will 
thrive on a mash consisting of ia’ parts 
of biscuit meal, ground oats and pollard. 
If this can be mixed with skim-milk 
instead of water it will be very 
beneficial, but if not they should have a 
little meat or fish meal mixed with the 
mash, 

Those who have plenty of skim-milk to spare 
Should give all they can to the chickens. 
There is nothing so good for them. If 
they can get a plentiful supply they will 
not require any meat, and they thrive 
on it far better. They can have it up 
to the age of six weeks,

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 
BABY’S BODY IN 
} BQG “HOLE. 


GRANDMOTHER CHARGED 
WITH MURDER.

.. (BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOMNSTON.) 

Mary Lenihan, a woman of about sixty 
years of age, of the farm labouring class, 
pleaded “not guilty”. to having murdered 
the newly born illegitimate child. of her 
grand-daughter, Hannah Lenihan, of Rock- 
chapel, County Cork. 

The accused woman had been tried and 
convicted of the charge; and sentenced to 
death at the last sitting of the Court, but 
as a result of an application made on her 
behalf in the Supreme Coart a re-trial was 
directed. 
| Mr. Carrigan, K,C., who, with Mr. Dudley 
White, K.C., prosecuted for the State, re- 
lating the circumstances under which the 
“charge was made, said that in January, 
1928, Hannah Lenihan, a- grand-daughter ot 
the accused woman, gave birth to an illegiti 
mate child in the accused woman’s house, 
and the body was found in a bog hole six 
or seven weeks after. When the doctors 
saw the body they were amazed at what 
they saw; for it had surpassed anything 
that they had had any experience of, or even 
read or heard about. 

_ ANTE-MORTEM WOUND. 

There was a wound not bigger than a 
threepenny- bit behind the child’s left ear, 
which had been inflicted ante-mortem, anc 
this fractured the skull. Behind the left 
shoulder there was & -wound a little more 
than the size of a shilling, and through it 
had been drawn the right lung, the heart, 
the large intestine and the liver of the child, 
either with a finger, perhaps a pliers or a 
corkscrew. It was a horrible, a terrible 
dissection of the body, the object being to 
make it impossible for riedical evidence to 
prove that the child had been born alive. 
Of course, if the child had been born‘ deac 
the only charge that could be made was 
that of concealment of birth, 

The evidence in this case, said counsel, 
would show the unfathomable depths of de- 
pravity that were to be found in parts cf 
this country. 

Dr. Algernon, Verling, giving evidence of 
the superficial examination which he had 
made, said that the body was discoloured 
and would have been in the water about 
three weeks. At the post-mortem examina- 
tion he tested the left lung, and he was of 
opinion that the child was born alive. The 
organs of the infant could not be removed 
only through human agencies, 
due to fracture of the skull. 

MOTHER’S EVIDENCE. 

Hannah Linehan, the prisoner's grand. 
daughter and the mother of the infant, said 
that on New Year’s night, 1928, the baby 
was born and she heard it erying. Having 
put witness to bed, the prisoner was absent 
a quarter of an hour, and when she returned 
she said.to witness that she put the baby 
into a box which she had placed in another 
room, and that the baby got choked, or that 
she had choked the baby. She told witness 
to tell no one and she would bury the baby 
when she got a chance. Witness never saw 
the baby again. Some time after she saw 
the Civic Guards searching the fields, and 
the prisoner, looking towards them, said: 
“ It was there I put the body.”’ 

The prisoner then gave witness a £1 note, 
and told her to say that prisoner had nothing 
to do with the baby, but that witness was 
to take all the blame herself. Witness put 
the note back on the shelf as the police did 
not come to the house that day. When they 
came the next day the accused woman 
offered £1 to the sergeant. saying that she 
would give it to him if he made things as 
easy as he could for witness. The sergeant 
refused the offer; and the prisoner gave the 
note to witness. She told her grandmother 
that she would take aj] the blame, and was 
then arrested. 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day. 

Mr. G. L. Howe (instructed by Messrs. 
McHenry and Maguire, solicitors) defended.

WORKER'S LOST FINGER.

COMPENSATION CLAIM, 
BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Joseph Byrne, a builder’s labourer, applied 
for compensation under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act, from Messrs. H. and J. 
Martin, Grand Canal street, Dublin. The 
applicant met with an accident at his work 
“ith the respondents, on October 15th last, 
by which he lost one of the fingers of his 
left hand. He was in the Mater Hospital 
for some weeks, and was paid 35s. a week 
up to January 18th last, his full wage being 
£2 18s. 6d. a week. The respondents offered 
him light work suitable to his condition, but 
he refused to return to work unless they 
gave him a written guarantee of permanent 
employment. This they refused to do, and 
his weekly allowance ceased. 

Having heard medical evidence as to the 
present condition of the man’s hand, the 
Judge made an order that Byrne was entitled 
to fuJl incapacity pay from January 18th up 
to the present, and, as Messrs. Martin were 
willing to take him back, he advised Byrne 
to go to work in the morning, and said 
that his rights were adequately preserved if 
be behaved properly.

tai THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 


ITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The hearing was continued of the appeal 
by the defendants in the case of Mrs. 
Catherine Kenny, widow, of 26 Fitzwilliam 
bus Dublin, against the Dublin United 

ramways Company from the judgment of 
Mr. Justice Sullivan in favour of the 
plaintiff on the findings of the jury at the 
trial of the action in the High Court, award- 
ing the plaintiff £120 damages for personal 
injuries alleged to have been sustained by 
her through the negligence of the defend- 
ants’ servants while the plaintiff was alight- 
ing from a tramcar. in Cornmarket on. the 
9th of December, 1927 

It appeared from the evidence given at 
the trial of the action, in which £500 
damages was claimed, that the plaintiff, who 
was a passenger on a tramear going from 
College Green to Inchicore, was trying to 
alight at a stopping place when .a passenger 
upon the rear platform of the car rang the 
bell and. the driver immediately re-started 
the car, with the result that the plaintiff 
was thrown violently on the ground and 
dragged for some distance along the road- 
way—the conductor being all the time on 


the top of the car collecting fares, 
ry The defendants denied that the injuries, 


if any, were caused by any negligence or 
breach of statutory, or other duty on their 
part, and alleged that the plaintiff was 
guilty of contributory negligence. 

The jury found that the .conductor was 
not negligent in. not anticipating that a 
passenger ot the platform might ring the 
bell to re-start the car ut the stopping place 
at Cornmarket; that the conductor was 
negligent in not being present on the plat- 
form of the car before it started; and that 
the defendants were not negligent in not 
taking precautions to ensure that the bell 
would not be rung by an unauthorised 
person. 

Among the several grounds of the appeal, 
already mentioned, it was stated that on 
the first and third answers given by the 
jury to the first’ and third questions a 
verdict should have beeen entered for the 
defendants; that other answers to questions 
were against the evidence and were con- 
tradictory; and that the trial was unsatis- 
factory, and that the jurv did not 
differentiate or understand the questions or 
the effect of the questions. 

Mr. FitzGerald, K.C.; Mr. J. O’Connor, 
K.C.; and Mr. Joseph Mooney (instructed 
by Messrs. Casey, Clay, and Collins), ap- 
peared for the appellants and defendants; 
and Mr. W. Biack (instructed by Mr. Albert 
Woodcocs) for the respondent and plaintiff. 

The arguments, which on both sides were 
chiefly centred upon the findings of the jury 
with reference to the alleged negligence of 
the conductor under the circumstances, 
having concluded, . 

The Court, after some consultation, by a 
majority (Mr. Justice Murnaghan dissent- 
ing), allowed the appeal. 

The Chief Justice, giving judgment, said 
that the facts of this case were simple and 
not unusual, but the matter involved was one 
of importance. Having mentioned the cir- 
cumstances in connection with the occurrence 
oi the accident, and the principal evidence 
given on behalf of the plaintiff at the trial, 
pointing out that the plaintiff had allowed a 
considerable period of time to elapse before 
instituting her proceedings, he referred to 
the fact that it was not regarded as an un- 
usual thing that unauthorised persons should 
ring the bell on tramcars for the purpose of 
starting them, and also to the fact that the 
Tramway Company had put up warning 
notices on their cars warning people of the 
danger of doing so. The first question put 
to the jury in this case—namely, ‘‘ Was the 
conductor negligent in not anticipating that a 
passenger on the platform might ring the 
bell to restart the car at the stopping place 
in Cornmarket?’ and which was answered 
‘*No’’—had been discussed here with great 
ingenuity by Mr. Black, and there seemed 
to be some ambiguity about it. With regard 
to the second question—‘* Was the conductor 
negligent in not being present on the platform 
of the car before it started?” which was 
answered ‘‘ Yes’’—he said that the question, 
as put, seemed to be in an ambiguous form. 

The second question—‘* Wag the conductor 
negligent in not being present pn the plat- 
form of the car before it started?” and 
answered ‘‘Yes” by the jury—had been 
debated at length, and presented some diffi- 
culty. The delay of the conductor in coming 
down from the top of the car, where he had 
been collecting fares, had also been com- 
mented upon.’ His lordship saw no evidence 
of any duty on the -conductor in this par- 
ticular case to be present on the platform at 
the moment when this particular car started. 
hecause it was started wrongly or without 
authority. The duty of the conductor to be 
present on the platform for the purpose de- 
pended upon the circumstances with reference 
to the time and place and the number of 
base, alighting, etc. For the reasons 
e had given he was of opinion that the 
second question could not stand; that it was 
not supported in the evidence, and that the 
finding of the jury on that question must be 
set aside. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, concurring, also 
neld there was no evidence of neglect of duty 
on the part of the conductor. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan, dissenting, said 
that he regretted that he had come tu a con- 
trary conciusion on the evidence, In his 
Opinion, it was the duty of the conductor in 
a case like this to exercise due care to pre- 
vent the car being started in the manner 
described. 

The Chief Justice stated that the result 
was that the appeal was allowed, and the 
verdict and judgment set aside, with costs,

A RIGHT OF WAY DISPUTE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

An action came on for hearing in which 
Patrick St. John and Anne Donovan, of Kil- 
lurney, Kilsheelan, Co. Tipperary, claimed an 
Injunction against Samuel Morris, Lid., of 
Waterford, restraining them from, as alleged, 
drawing vehicles and heavily laden’ vehicles 
over the Killurney by-road, injuring and de- 
stroying the by-road, obstructing the plain- 
tiffs in the exercise of their right-of-way over 
the by-way, from unreasonably and exces- 
sively using the by-way, and from depriving 
the plaintiffs of their enjoyment and user. of 
the by-way, and for damages for, as alleged, 
injuring the by-way and polluting a stream 
adjoining the by-way. 

The defendants in their defence traversed 
the plaintiffs’ alleged cause of action, deny- 
ing the allegations made against them by the 
plaintiffs, and pleading that the by-way was 
a public highway. and that if the plaintiffs 
were entitled to the right-of-way claimed by 
them, the alleged damage was not sufficient 
in point of law to sustain an action against 
the defendants. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C. ; Mr. Geoghegan, 
K.C,, and Mr, M. J. Connolly’ (instructed by 
Mr. James Reilly) appeared for the plain- 
tiffs; and Mr. McCann, K.C.; Mr. Wood, 
K.C.; Mr Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Paul 
McCarthy (instructed by. Mr. Richard J. 
Farrell) for the defendants. 

Opening. the case for the plaintiffs, Mr. 
Maguire said that originally there were 
several plaintiffs and: two defendants, one of 
whom ‘was the Earl of Ossory, bat now 
there were only the two plaintiffs and one 
defendant, the action as against the Earl of 
Ossory having been disggntinued. The plain- 
tiffs, Patrick St. John and Anne Donovan, 
were very substantial farmers, and they 
brought the action to establish their right- 
of-way, and their right to have reasonable 
access over this way, which had been used 
by them and their predecessors: in title from 
time immemorial, leading from the county 
road to their respective homes; and to pre- 
vent the defendants, who were timber mer- 
chants and coal merchants in Waterford, 


cutting up, destroying and rendering this by- 


read impassable for the ordinary purposes of 
the domestic life of the plaintiffs. -The dis 
pute in the aé¢tion concerned this right-of- 
way, and the cause of the dispute was the 
carting of timber by the defendants over this 
by-road, reducing it in some places to pulp, 
and preventing the plaintiffs from using it as 
they been using tt. ‘The defendants 
said that the plaintifis had no. right-of-way 
over this by-road at all. - Fa a 

On the conclusion of Mr. Maguire s state 
ment, evidence was called to prove the condi 
tion of the by-road, and the hearing had 


not concluded when thé Court rose. The

EXILES FOR THE FAITH.

GARDINER STREET LECTURE. 
Continuing his series of lectures at Gar- 
diner street Church, the Rev. A. Gwvnn, 
S.J., dealt with the sufferings of those Irish 
men and women who suffered exile for their 
faith in the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies. Father Gwynn said that the chief 
cause of the great exodus of Irishmen to the 
Continent under the reigns of Queen Eliza- 
beth and James 1. was the suppression of all 
the old Catholic schools, the absolute pro- 
hibition of all Catholic education under severe 
penalties, and the foundation of a new Pro- 
testant University in Dublin. Quoting. from 
contemporary letters, he said that the Irish 
Catholics of those days regarded these penal 
laws against Catholic education as the severest 
blow dealt them by the English Government 
after the prohibition of the Catholic religion. 

As a —— of these penal laws, Irish 
students flocked to the Continent, though 
they were forbidden to do so under severe 
penalties. The foundation of Irish Colleges 
in France and Flanders, on the one hand, and 
in Spain and Portugal on the other, was the 
result of this new need, and most of these col- 
leges date either from the end of the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth or the reign of James I. 
Almost all the Irish Colleges corld count 
martyrs among their students; and the 
majority of Irish Bishops and Archbishops of 
the period were educated in these colleges. 
Some of the Irish exiles had adventurous 
lives elsewhere than in Ireland. Father 
Gwynn quoted the instances of one Irish 
student who was captured by pirates and 
burned for the faith in Algiers; of an Irish 
Jesuit who left Limerick early in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, and became one of the 
founders of the great Jesuit Mission in Para 
guay, where he died after close on fifty years 
om service as a missionary priest; and of 
another Irish Jesuit, a relative of Luke Wad 
ding, who served on the Mexican Mission a 
generation later. 

Under Charles I. a great emigration of poor 
Irish exiles began to the West Indies, where 
they found work on the new sugar and 
tobacce plantations. After the conquest of 
Ireland by Cromwell, the Erglish Government 
turned this emigration into a regular slave 
trade, young Irish boys and girls being kid 
napped by Government agents, and sold as 
bond slaves to the sugar planters of the Bar 
badoes. Various letters still survive from 
Irish priests who worked among these exiles 
during the years that followed the campaigns 
of Cromwell... The Irish slaves worked under 
the lash, and were compelled to attend Pro 
testant Service. No priest could reach them 
save under disguise, and in one. case .the 
English planters took a hundred and twenty 
five of the most prominent: Irish slaves, and 
marooned them on a desert island owing to 
their refusal to abandon the faith. . Finally, 
large numbers of the Irish moved to one of 
the French settlements. Their descendants 
were still numerous in the West Indies at the 
beginning of the last century.

THE ART OF WAX 
MODELLING. 


Sen ae 
(By P. ORMSBY LENNON.) 


As, 150 years ago a fashionable 
pastime at the Court of Versailles 
was that of the modelling of fruit and 
flowers from wax. Encouraged by the 
popularity of the craze, and also by his 
patron—the Prince de Conti—John 
Christopher Curtius, a Swiss physician 
and modeller in wax for anatomical 
demonstrations, established a ceroplastic 
studio and museum of curiosities in Paris. 
This centre speedily became the resort of 
the French noblesse and of the most 
famous men of literature and art of the 
period. An attentive admirer of the 
celebrities who flocked thither was the 
physician’s adopted daughter, Marie 
Gresholtz. Quickly becoming proficient in 
the difficult art of wax-modelling, she 
became the especial favourite of her uncle, 
and on his death in 1794, inherited the 
business. 


WAX MODELS CAUSE A RIOT. 


It is, perhaps, not generally known 
that almost the first blood shed in the 
French Revolution flowed in consequence 
of a riot brought about by two wax models 
made by Curtius. In 1789, two days 
before the storming of the Bastille, a 
number df people obtained from the 
Cabinet de Cire, at the Palais Royal, the 
waxen busts of the disgraced Minister, 
Necker, and of the Duc d’Orleans. While 
parading these effigies through the Paris 
streets, the procession was attacked by the 
military. Necker’s bust was severed by a 
sabre cut, and many persons were killed 
and injured in suceessfully defending thai 
of the Duce. 

Throughout the dark days of the Reign 
of Terror Marie Gresholtz remaif€ed in 
Paris, and was often called upon to model 
the heads—some of which had been just 
removed by the guillotine—of either the 
victims or promoters of the Revolution. 
This young woman eventually married a 
M. Tussaud, and in 1802 shifted her 
(‘abinet de Cire and embryo Chamber of 
Horrors to London, where, except for 
short tours through Ireland, England and | 
Scotland during the early part of last 
century, they remained until the 
Exhibition was destroyed by fire in 1925. 
N« wv better and larger than ever, the new 
Madame Tussaud’s graces Baker street 
once again. It is to be regretted, however, 
that many ‘irreplaceable historic relics 
perished in the flames. 


MODELLING IN WAX. 


The other day I was allowed to have a 
peep behind the sce ; in Madame 
Tussaud’s studios, and, needless to say, 
the experience was one of more than 
ordinary interest. The first studio put 
me in mind of a dissecting room. Here 
and there, on tables and benches, 
scattered in graceful abandon, were 
realistic models of human trunks, limbs, 
feet and hands ad infinitum. Not being 
a medical- student, I experienced quite a 
sinking sensation at the sight of so many 
portions of cadaver. ~Pallid and grue- 
some, every one looked as if it had just 
been sawn from some recently living 
subject. 

Stacked on tiers of shelves about the 
walls were other disjecta membra, together 
with serried rows of bodyless heads, some 
complete in every detail, others eyeless, 
Mere colourless, and altogether ghastly. 
In a. corner, standing cheek by jowl, were 
the heads of the English Home Secretary 
and Signor  Mussolini—an wnusually 
interesting and amusing combination. 
The head of ‘‘Jix’’—who has been 
described as the Mussolini of English 
literature was a “throw out” Its 
features had proved a trifle too florid. 
The completed ‘‘ Jix,’’ however, urbane 
and statesmanlike, habited in an expensive 
Savile row suit, was seated comfortably 
in a chair facing the studio door, looking 
as if it were ready for anything from 
te censorship of a novel to the giving of 
orders forthe raiding ofanightclub. This 
really remarkable figure will soon be on 
view downstairs. Of Il Duce’s head the 
least suid the better; it was minus eyes 
and complexion, and looked a fit subject 
for the Chamber of Horrors. 


HAIR-PLANTING EXTRAORDINARY, 


Wax-modelling is a great deal more 
romplicated than one might imagine. At 
the outset a speaking likeness of the 
subject is fashidéned from wet clay by 
hand, just in the same manner as for 
statues cast in bronze. From this base, 
when dry and hard, another mould of 
plaster of Paris is obtained, into which 
is later poured the wax. Every part of 
the body is moulded separately, and there 
is none of the Royal Academician’s 
subtle vlossing over of physical short- 
comings. If a person is bow-legged and 
bulges in the region of the waistcoat, 
such defects are reproduced faithfully in 
the wax replica. Artistic licence ‘ cuts 
ng ice’’ in Tussaud’s. 

[ watched a  white-smocked artist 
adorning a waxen head with human hair. 
[It was a tedious job. Every fibre was 
dibble:l in separately, great selective skill 
beiny employed in seeing that hair of the 
right texture, colour and length was used. 
The head was only in the initial stages 
of hair-planting. and, with its scanty 
adornment of bristles, rather put me in 
mind of a slaughtered piglet just lifted 
from the scalding tub. 

A little farther along, with a chisel- 
like implement, another artist was 
manicuring the finger-nails of Royal 
Princess. Fine wax shavings littered the 
table at which he was working. Beside 
him stood the lady's head, easily 
recognisable, but as bald as an egg. Her 
complexion was soon to be applied with 
brush and pigments. 


MR. SHAW IN WAX. 

In the sanctum of sanctums—the upper 
studio—Mr. John Tussaud, the great- 
vrandson of the famous Madame Tussaud, 
showed me a life-like head of Sir Robert 
Baden-Powell that he had just finished 
modelling in wet clay. As soon us it was 
dry, a plaster of Paris mould was to be 
inken from it. Ranged on tiers of | 
she'ves around the studio walls were 
hundreds of similar heads, every one 
stowed away in a numbered and labelled 
casket resembling a prehistoric funerary 
urn. Moulds are kept in storage lest any 
accident befall their waxen casts. During 
the war the Kaiser’s effigy was a favourite 
subject of assault and battery. Not Jong 
after one restoration a Colonial soldier 
drew from its scabbard the sword of a 
defunct Austrian emperor, whose model 
was close by, and severed the All 
Lighest’s head from his body, once again 
making mecessary a drastic surgical 
operation. 

As many celebrities as have sat for any 
R.A. have posed for Mr. Tussaud. When 
Mr. George Bernard Shaw was asked 
whether he would care to sit, he replied 
that it would give him ‘‘much pleasure 
to join the company of the Immortals.” 
Mr. Tussaud said that ‘‘G.B.S.”’ took up 
his position on the dais in the most 
natural manner, and it was difficult to say 
who was the more amused—he by the 
vifted Irishman s sayings, or the latter by 

e novelty of his situation.

Coast Life Saving. 


Many of my readers, no doubt, have 
noticed along our sea border solitary stout. 
wooden poles, about twenty feet high, and 
I am sure there are many people who have 
wondered who put them there, and what 
purpose they serve. These poles are pro- 
vided with projections to facilitate climb- 
ing, and children find in them a special 
delight, which is not often shared by 
apprehensive parents. There is one of 
these poles on the West Pier at Kings-. 
town, and another on the cliffs at Bray 
Head; they are not, however, provided 
for the amusement of children, but are 
part of the equipment of the local Coast 
Life-Saving Station. 

At intervals along the coast, especially 
at dangerous parts, are life-saving 
stations, which are provided by the State 
with special apparatus for rescuing ship- 
wrecked mariners in circumstances under 
which the lifeboat would be unable to 
operate. These stations: were formerly 
equipped and maintained by the Board of 
Trade, but are now under the control of 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce. 


Ghe Life-line. 


Each of the stations is manned by a 
volunteer crew, who are under the com- 
mand of a person known as “ Number One: 
Man.’’ The crews are usually composed 
of fishermen and others who have a know- 
ledge of the sea, and the gear is stored in 
a convenient building, on the door of 
which may be seen the ‘words, ‘‘ Coast 
Life-Saving Apparatus.”’ 

Practices are carried out regularly 
under the supervision of Mr. Tom 
Casement, the Government’s inspector, and 
it is for the purpose of these practices 
that the wooden poles are provided. The 
pole takes the place of a mast of a ship- 
wrecked vessel, thus affording the station 
crew an opportunity of becoming 
acquainted with the use of the rocket 
apparatus; breeches buoy, and other 
equipment which would be brought into 
use in the event ot a vessel being cast 
ashore in a gale. During the period of 
unrest in this country many of the 
practice poles were destroyed, and the 
crews of the stations found great difficulty 
in maintaining efficiency in the use of the 
apparatus, which was, itself, in several 
instances, seriously damaged. 

The most important part of the equip- 
ment of a coast life-saving station is the 
rocket apparatus, which is used for throw- 
ing a line from the shore to a distressed 
ship, The rockets are very powerful, and 
have a light rope attached to the shaft ; 
when the light line has been successfully 
thrown across a wreck, the heavier rope 
for bearing the breeches buvy is drawn 
to the wreck from the shore. 


A Wise Innovation. 


The Board of Trade in England have, 
T understand, recently issued an order 
that all British ships of over 500 tons 
Shall be equipped with an efficient 
apparatus for throwing a line a distance 
of not less than 150 vards. It has been 
recognised that a ship is more likely to 
get into difficulties on a lee shore, and it 
is obviously easier for the crew of a 
wreck to throw a line with the wind, 
having the whole coast as a target, than 
for the men on shore to fire a rocket 
against the wind, with only the ship to 
hit. 


A Golfing Stockbroker. 


The Dublin Stock Exchange Golfing

| ‘Painters Mis-spellings. 


Following on my recent and more 
ambitious list of the vagaries of painters 
in the realm of orthography, I submit 
just a few further instances to keep alive 
the interest of researchers in this ex- 
clusive Dublin branch of nescience. On the 
van of a well-known sweet manufacturer 
I observed his preference for ““CARMELS” 
as opposed to the ‘more orthodox form. 
The ubiquitous sway of syncopation might 
have claimed that painter as devotee, but 
not so our friend who, in Dorset street, 
painted in bold letters, one foot in height, 
‘“SWEETERIE’S.”” Mayhap he were 
lost in fantasie! Further on, as though 
suggestive of the genuine Italian origin 
of their product, I read this alluring 
invitation, which only thirteen degrees of 
frost enabled me to decline: ‘‘Try our 
delicios ices.” So prosaic, so natural, so 
American, was another lapse that my 
offended eyes had rather suffered a 
temporary myopia than behold in the 
largest type, ‘‘ Wholesale Motor Distri- 
buters’’ that greeted me as I left the 
interesting neighbourhood of St. Patrick’s. 


An Ancient Name. 


Of the thousands who pass daily through 
Baggot street, at present so much in the 
hands of the tramway linesmen, how very 
few there must be who give a thought to 
the origin and antiquity of the names 
Baggot, Bagyot-rath. Twenty years before 
the thirteenth century had ran its course, 
Robert Bagod purchased Rath from 
Nicholas de Hynterberge, but one hun- 
dred years Jater (1379) the place was still 
styled Ratounrew, after its former owner. 
This name, as he admits, was a perfect 
puzzle to the late Canon ©, T. M‘Cready, 
D.D., Rector of Ben Edair, who wrote so 
interestingly and, indeed, lovingly, of the 
street names of the metropolis, Kiven 
had he been a scholar of Trish, Ratounrew 
might still have withheld from him its 
secret, as Trish toponomy is a branch in 
which very tew are deeply versed. 
Ratounrew is Irish for Henebry’s Rath, 
the first bearer of the name Henebry 
having come, as it indicates, from Hen- 
bury, which is in Gloucestershire. 
Phonetically, the word was Hoonroo, or 
Hoonbroo, hence Rahoonros, or Ratoun- 
rew, as above, the letter “t”: being 
silent as in Ra’hmines, Ra’hgar, Ra‘h- 
farnan, Ha heoole, It is of interest to 
note that in 1756 the piysent Baggot 
street was called the Road to Ball’s 
Bridge, whilst still later, 1800, Upper 
Baygot street was designated Blackrock 
road. Canon M’Cready’s admirable little 
handbook, “Dublin Street Names Ex- 
plained and Dated,’ now long out of 
print, should be republished and brought 
down to date.

HOW AN ACTOR “KEEPS 
FIT.”

BCs is in iteelf a very healthy 
business. The combination of bodi‘y 
work with mental labour is, to my mind, 
the ideal thing. Mere mecaanical exerzise 
can never achieve the results that wil! he 
vained by the co-ordination of muscle and 
brain. ’ 

[ ecntrive to keep fit by the most simple 
of measures. Diet is, of course, the chief 
consideration. A few years ago I had a 
very serious illness—indeed, so serious was’ 
it that I feared I might have to abandon 
my work for quite a considerable time. I 
attribute my recovery very largely to the 
fact that the wise doctors put me on a diet 
wherein meat was, to a large extent, 
excluded. Today I am virtually a vege- 
tarian. I find that one can develop one’s 
taste for vegetables and fruit, and it is 

robable that thousands of people would 
find new attractions in these foods if only 
they were compellec to adopt them. The 
average man goes on eating quantities of 
meat—taking three heavy meals a day— 
simply because he had done so ever since 
he can remember. 

My favourite exercises are, perhaps, 
golf and walking. I think it is a pity, 
though, that many men, when they have 
played an hour or two on the links on 
Saturdays or Sundays, imagine that they 
have had enough exercise to last them all 
the week. I do not for a moment want to 
pose as an authority on these matters, but 
surely half-an-hour’s daily exercise will 
do a man more consistent good than three 
or four bours, straight off the reel, once a 
week. 

Fencing is, in some ways, an ideal 
exercise ; for it develops a certain grace of 
movement as well as the muscular system. 
Recently I was playing in a film-drama 
where 1 had to fight a dozen men one after 
the other. This was rehearsed over and 
over again, for hours on end. I never felt 
fitter in my life than after those sword- 
fivits. I suppose that one cannot re- 
commend such strenuous exercise to every- 
hody, but a little practice with single 
sticks would form an excellent substitute 
We hear far too little about these sticks 
nowadays !

A performance given in such 
circumstances would surely be lacking in 
the jight and shade, without which there 
can be no artistic achievement. \ 
drunken man, playing a drunken part, 
is the most unfunny and unconvincing 
thing on earth, because the whole per- 
formance is in one key. The modern actor 
drinks almost nothing during his work, 
and is all the better for the abstinence. 

I rarely take anything to keep my voice 
mobile. The negative principle is best, in 
my view, and by that I mean that, if one 
does nothing to injure the vocal chords, 
then they will respond bravely and 
obediently. Deep breathing helps, I think, 
and plenty of fresh water. 

There is no doubt that. during the last 
few years, people have become what I may 
eal] ‘‘ health conscious.’’ and this fact is 
all to the good. I can see the time coming 
when there will be a complete revolution 
in the minds of men and women on 
certain questions—the food question, for 
instance. They will realise that the 
minimum rather than tie maximum of 
nutriment is the ideal method, and that not 
only does overfeeding destroy health and 
the joy of life, but it actually takes away 
enjoyment from the individual meal. The 
man who eats three or four hearty meals 
daily is never really hungry. 

I hope that you will not think that 
I am dwelling too much on this diet 
matter, but I feel strongly on the subject. 
The craze for meat is one of the chief 
causes of a large number of ills. It 
derives, perhaps, from the fact that, in 
the early days of life on earth, man found 
it easier to hunt and kill animals than to 
plant vegetables and wait till they grew. 
That primeval babit has survived to some 
extent to the present day, although many 
of the finest brains and bodies are main- 
tained and kept perfectly fit on a fruit 
and vegetable diet.

TOLSTOY'S ** THE POWER 
OF DARKNESS.” 


The Dublin Gate Theatre last night opened i 
its second season at the Peacock Fh atre, 
Lower Abbey street, with the presentation 
of “The Power of Darkness,’ by Leo 
Tolstoy.

COUNTY LOUTH.

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COTTAGES CONDEMNED 
BEFORE THE WAR. 

Strong protests were made at the meeting 
of the Louth Board of Health in Dundalk 
yesterday against the canvassing of members 
by applicants for labourers’ cottages, and 
their friends. The Chairman (Mr. McGahon) 
stated that the amount of canvassing nd in- 
fluence used was ‘‘ tremendous,’’ and rem- 
bers could not shut their eyes to the fact 
that canvassing went on “ as if the -pplicants 
were looking Tor Dublin Castle, and not a 
labourer’s cottage.”’ 

Reports from rent collectors showed that 
in many cases in the county cottages were 
occupied by people who. had land in 
addition, In some cases the tenants of 
cottages occupied more than thirty acres of 
land, and these reports were ordered to be 
sent to the Local Government Department. 

Strong complaints were made about the 


- letting by the Board at a recent meeting of a 


cottage in the Carlingford district. 
The majority of the members awarded 
a cottage to an unmarried man, named 
McGuinness, who stated that he intended get- 
ting married after Lent. Another applicant 
for the house wrote to the Local Government 
Department pointing out that he had to live 
in one room of his house owing to the damp- 
ness of other portions, and that Ins wife, 
himself, and three children were living in the 
single room. Another applicant stated that 
the house in which he lived was so flooded 
that he had, to leave the building by means 
of planks. 
ONLY FIT TO BURN. 

Many applications were received . for 
another vacant cottage at Sheepwalk. Among 
the applicants was a man who stated that 
owing to the bad house which he occupied in 
Drumgoolin Bog his wife was in Dundall 
Hospital with rheumatic fever and two sons 
were in Ardee Hosnital with tuberculosis. 
‘The patients were ready to come home, but 
he could not bring them to the house, which 
he was prepared to set on fire if he got a 
cottage. 

Another applicant, recently married, stated 
that he had to live in the cottage of his 
mother-in-law, and in this there were three 
married couples residing. Another pointed 
out that he had a family of six children: 
that he was promised a house and plot before 
the war, when his house was condemned, and 
that he was still looking for a house. 

The Board varied a recommendation from 
the Drogheda Committee suggesting that all 
incoming tenants should be responsible for 
the repairs of the cottaces, and agreed that 
every individual case should be considered. 


NEED OF 
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DISTRICT JUSTICE ON THE 
MODERN TENDENCY. 

A well-aitended public meeting in further 
\ance of the National Thrift Campaign, through 
the medium of the purchase of 
Certificates, was held in Ennis, and presided 
over by Mr. Frank Barrett, Chairman of the 
Clare County Council. 

District Justice Gleeson wrote wishing the 
movement success, and stating that. as far 
as his observation went, the tendency in many 
places was rather in the opposite direction to 
saving—honest people are apt to put small 
debts on the ‘‘long finger’’ until they 
accumulate to a sum beyond their ability to 
pay. He had noticed this in particular with 
such things as small weekly rents of 1s. or 
2s., of which there now appeared to be due to 
public bodies some thousands of pounds. If 
the tide could be turned the other way, and 
one or two shillings put by every week, the 
results would be incalculable, both to the 
individual and the community. The only 
people who seemed to realise this were the 
insurance companies, and most of them take 
the money overseas.

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A MUSSOLINI 
WANTED. 
AUCTIONEERS AND THE 
BORDER. 


THE PROSPERITY: OF 
THE COUNTRY.

The opinion was expressed at the annual 
dinner of the Irish Auctioneers’ and Estate 
Agents’ Association in the Dolphin Hotel, 
Dublin, last night, that increased 
prosperity was coming to Ireland, and 
that farmers were in a better position 
than a few years ago. 

It was suggested that the removal of the 
boundary between North and South would 
speedily lead to prosperity, and that the 
arrival of a Mussolini who would destroy 
the boundary would be a great thing for 
the country. 

Mr. L. V. Bennett, President of the 
Association, was in the chair. 

THE INVISIBLE BOUNDARY. 

Proposing the toast of '' The Prosperity of 
Ireland,” the President said that it was very 
easy to propose that toast, but he thought 
that they should try to define what was 
meant by the prosperity of a country. He 
would say that a prosperous country was 
composed of a great number of prosperous 
seople, and when one asked how people 
Bean prosperous, he would say that it was 
by diligence, enterprise, good government and 
capital. There was a sort of legend abroad 
that Irishmen were lazy—a thing which he 
did not believe at all. He thought that the 
Irish people were just as hard-working as the 
people, in England. As to good government, 
he thought that the present Government had 
improved the state of affairs a great deal in 
this country, especially in their agricultural 
indusiry. He had been told by certain of 
their members who lived and worked in the 
country that things were a great deal better 
amongst the farmers to-day than they were 
two or three years ago, thanks to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and other Government 
departments. i 

If more capital was not freely used in this 
country; if more people were not inclined to 
invest in enterprises in this country, he 
thought it was, perhaps, due to the fact that 
there were certain differences of views amongst 
Irish people. If these could be forgotten, 
and if alt their energies were devoted to 
efforts’ to improve the various industries of 
the country, he thought that they would very 
quickly become a prosperous country. If the 
invisible, but large, boundary between the 
North and South of Ireland was removed 
they would speedily hecome a prosperous 
country, and he was sure they would all 
agree with him that what was required was 
a Mussolini or somebody who would come 
quickly and pull down that wall, and they 
would then become a united and _ business- 
like country. (Applause.) 
LEGAL PROFESSION AND THE 
BARRIER. 

Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., responding, 
said that the Auctioneers’ Association, like 
the Rugby Union and other associations, 
maintained Ireland as an entity, and it seemed 
almost an irony to eall on a member of one 
of the bodies in Ireland that recognised the 
line of demarcation to respond to that toast. 
The legal profession recognised the barrie) 
between the two parts of Ireland, though so 
far as any little protest of his was concerned 
he always resented that division being 
recognised, He was filled with admiration of 
the Auctioneers’ Association and all other 
that had preserved so far as they 
could in their own constitutions the in- 
destructible unity of the country by associat- 
ing their name and their organisation and 
their business with Ireland as a whole, which 
they all could love, instead of a notional 
entity which it was difficult fur any- 
hody to arouse any enthusiasm ahout. Before 
the division of the country most of his in- 
terests and his aspirations centred in the 
North of Ireland, ard he had thought that 
it was only in the North of Ireland that 
prosperity existed, 

He was gratified to find that night that 
prosperity must exist not merely in the 
extreme North, but in the extreme South, 
because he found beside him ar! auctioneer 
irom who had a return ticket. 

Laughter.) 
A GREAT PROFESSION. 

Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C., proposing the 
toast of ‘‘The Irish Auctioneers’ Association, 
said that he recognised that the Association 
was representative of one of the greatest pro- 
fessions in the countrv. Thev knew the value 
of the securities of the nation, and were in 
touch with all that made for progress in 
pation. He joined in the hope of 
chairman that a statesman would arise who 
would abolish the boundary between the 
six counties and the twenty-six counties. 

It would be a great thing if they could 
sweep away the boundary aud stretch out 
their hands and shake hands as business men 
of the North and South. He hoped that the 
differences which at present separated Ireland 
would he dispelled and that once again they 
might be a united nation, (Applause.) 

PROPOSED CHARTER. 

Mr. James S. McMahon. responding, sald 
that at the business meeting of the Associa- 
tion that day one very important decision 
come to was to take steps to have a bill 
brought before the Dail—and they hoped that 
it would be sanctioned—to have a charter 
framed for the auctioneers’ profession. (Hear, 
hear.) At present they were an incorporated 
association, but they wanted to go further and 
have a charter. They did not want to have 
admitted into the profession anybody who was 
not really qualified or capable of being an 
active or a Joyal or proper member of it. 
(Applause.) They also wanted every auctioneer 
in Ireland to belong to that Association, 
which had done a tremendous amount of good 
although it had been in existence for only 
about five veurs. ‘There was increased 
prosperity coming to Ireland. 

All over the country there was an increased 
value as regards land, the staple industry of 
the country. Increased prices were being 
paid for grazing land, and that was a vers 
good sign. Irishmen ought to forget their 
differences. lí they had peace’ in Ireland 
capital would flow into the country. English- 
men and Americans were ready and anxious 
to put plenty of capital into the country if 
there was absolute security, and the best 
Irishman was the Leishman who said that 
there should he pe ce and prosperity in Íre 
land, and security 1a Ireland. (Applause.) 

- OTH:R TOASTS. 

The toast of “The Guests’’ was proposed by 
Mr. Morgan Good, and responded to by Mr. 
Alexander Haslett, T.D. (Monaghan), who. 
referring to the border, said that he could 
not see any immediate sign of that imaginary 
line being cleared away, but he had claimed 
for it in public and in private that if that

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FIRE-FIGHTERS’ 
FIVE HOURS’ TASK. 
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CO, DERRY FACTORY 
BLAZE.

Damage estimated at many thousands of 
pounds was caused by a fire at the weaving 
factory of Messrs. Wm. Clark and Sons, linen 
pope misi and bleachers, Upperlands, Co. 
Derry. Hundreds of people will be thrown 
cut of work as a result of the fire, which 
gutted a section of the factory comprising 
the warehouse, lapping room, and offices. 

The outbreak was discovered by William 
Haugh, of Upperlands, an employé at the 
factory, who saw smoke coming from one of 
the windows. 

‘The alarm was instantly raised, and the 
firm’s fire-fighting apparatus was brought 
into prompt use. It was seen that the build- 
ing which was the seat of the fire was 
doomed, and the fire-fighters’ efforts were 
concentrated on preventing the blaze from 
spreading. 

After five hours’ work the fire was got 
under control, but not before extensive 
damage had been caused. 

A large quantity of finished linen ready for 
shipping was lost, in addition to a consider- 
able amount of valuable machinery. Many 
of the firm’s records also perished.

GOVERNMENT'S 
OFFER TO DUBLIN. 


MINISTER’S LETTER. 


Official intimation that Charlemont 
House, Dublin, has been offered by the 
Free State Government as the site of the 

roposed new Municipal Art Gallery for 

ublin is conveyed in a letter addressed 
“i Mr. Blythe, Minister of Finance, to 
Miss S. H. Purser, Honorary Secretary 
of the Friends of the National Collec- 
tions, at the annual general meeting at 
which it was read yesterday. The letter 
was in the folling terms :— 

‘* Deak Miss Purser,—I desire to let you 
know formally that it has been decided that 
Charlemont House, together with tie land 
behind it and as much land behind Nos. 
23 to 27 Parnell square as might be required 
(but not the houses 23 to 27 themselves), 
should be offered to the City Commissioners 
on condition that a suitable municipal gallery 
is to be erected on the site.—Yours sincerely, 

¢. Btyrue.”’ 
THE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

According to the annual report of the 
Committee, submitted to the meeting, 
formal application for possession of the 
building has been made by the Commis- 
sioners. Having referred to the public 
inquiry conducted by Mr. J. A. Miley 
last June into the need for a new 
municipal gallery, the Committee 
states :— 

The report on the inquiry by Mr. Miley 
was, in the ordinary course, presented to 
the Minister, and by him communicated 
to the City Commissioners. It has not 
been published in full, but extracts giving 
its effect with fair completeness appeared 
in the newspapers (September 17). Mr. 
Miley reported that the erection of the 
Gallery was desirable and urgent, though 
not so urgent that it should be allowed 
to hinder necessary services such as the 
housing of the poor; and that the Govern- 
ment might reasonably assist the city by 
granting a site for the purpose. 


When your Council took up the con- | 
sideration of Mr. Miley’s report it was | 


suggested that Charlemont House. in 
Parnell square, with the land behind it, 
might prove a suitable site, and that by 
making use of the existing buildings the 
cost of the Gallery might be considerably 
reduced without any substantial lowering 
of the standard of accommodation. This 
suggestion was examined on the ground 
by Mr. Lucius O'Callaghan, and found to 
be perfectly feasible ; it was communicated 
by us to the Government, and brought to 
the personal notice of the President and 
other Ministers. The Government having 
considered this suggestion, allowed it to 
be known that Charlemont House would 
be given to the city for the purpose of 
building a municipal gallery and civic 
museum if the City Commissioners applied 
for it; and we are informed that the City 
Commissioners have now formally made 
their application. 
THE LANE PICTURES. 

As soon as Charlemont House has been 
handed over to the city and a definite 
appropriation of funds has been made for 
building the new Gallery, all those who 
speak for Ireland in demanding the return 
of the Lane pictures, now in London, will 
be able to make their voices heard with a 
force and authority which they have never 
had before, and we believe they will then 
receive a strong support in England itself. 

““Whether the application for the return 
of the pictures now in London is, or is 
not, successful, we suggest that Sir Hugh 
Lane’s name should be associated with the 
new Gallery asa slight and belated tribute 
to the memory oí the man to whom art in 
Ireland, and especially the Dublin Muni- 
cipal Collection, owes so much. We trust 
the Society will agree with us in thinking 
that the efforts and the expenditure they 
have made to assist, the canse are amply 
justified and rewarded by this result.” 


RECENT PRESENTATIONS. 

Presentations to the National Gallery 
through the Society during the year were, 
according to the report: A portrait, by 
Robert Hunter, of Francis Hutchinson, 
M.D., given by Mr. Alec Martin (Secre- 
tary of the English Society of Friends oi 
National Collections); a large portrait, by 
the late Louise Breslau, presented by 
Mademoiselle Zillhardt;: a drawing, by 
Leonard de Koenigh, bought with money 
subscribed in Singapore by friends of the 
National Collections. A fine copy of a 
Psalter was given to the National Library. 


THE PROPOSED GALLERY. 

Dr. L. C. Purser, F.,T.C.D., in moving 
the adoption of the report, mentioned that 
the Society had almost spent its tiny in- 
come. ‘‘ The money,” he continued, ‘ was 
spent on the effort, the successful effort, ct 
bringing before the public and the Govern- 
ment the need of a new and safe Municipal 
Gallery. Without undue vanity, we may 
consider ourselves mainly instrumental] in 
saving from destruction and gaining 
for the city the fine Georgian 
mansion, Charlemont House. This letter 
of Mr. Blythe’s to our Secretary 
tells just what has been obtained. 
There seems a somewhat wrong idea 
about, that the paintings, present and 
future, are to be housed in Charlemont 
House itself. This, though a great im- 
provement in point of safety to their 
present housing, would still be hopeless, 
as all private houses must be in point of 
lighting. The idea is to have the house 
as the dignified entrance to a plain but 
perfectly-lit building constructed on the 
ground behind it and the other houses 
mentioned, Then, as was happily sug- 
gested by Mr. O'Callaghan, the house 
itself, besides being used for offices and 
storerooms, will make a much-wanted 
civic museum, where we may preserve the 
best’ of the rapidly disappearing relics of 
old Dublin. 


A LONG STRUGGLE. 

“Tt is a good example of the use a 
society like this can be in focussing atten- 
tion and bringing influence to bear in a 
way scattered individuals could not do 
We see by the back reports that the 
Council have been struggling with this 
matter for nearly three years. They 
really deserve better support from the 
members in trying to get new adherents. 
We should be ashamed not to have in- 
creased our number before now; but 
when one reads of the early struggles of 
the English society, who had so much 
apathy to fight, so much suspicion to 
allay, so much poverty at home and 
invincible opulence abroad, and find that 
for a good while they had only 300 
members and that now they have 28,000. 
we may take courage and hope in our 
degree also to flourish.’ 

Mr. Dermod O’Brien, President of the 
Hibernian: Academy, seconded, and Mr. 
J. Reynolds, Curator of the Municipal 
Gallery, Harcourt street, supported the 
report, which was unanimously adopted. 


THE CHAIRMAN. 

Chief Justice Kennedy, who presided, 
said that the report could be adopted 
with every sense of satisfaction. They 
were all rejoiced that Charlemont House 
was being handed over as the nucleus 
around which a municipal art gallery 
would grow up, and which would house 
worthily what might. come theft way in 
the immediate future. He was glad to 
see the North side of the city looking up 
again, and to feel that new lustre would 
be added to its old traditions. The 
Society was one that deserved every sup- 
port; it was doing real work in the 
direction in which important work should 
be done. 

On the motion of the Rev. T. W. 
O’Ryan, the officers and committee of the 
Society were re-elected for the coming 
year. 

Mr. 8. H. Purser was elected a trustee, 
and votes of thanks were passed to the 
Chief Justice for presiding and to Mr. 
Dermod O’ Brien.

A Northern Problem. 


In the Northern House of Commons 
yesterday Viscount Craigavon moved the 
second reading of a highly controversial 
It is entitled ‘‘ The Method of 
Voting and Re-distribution of Seats 
Bill,”’ and twofold.

area and to re-establish a system of single- 
member constituencies ; and, in the second 


‘place, it proposes so to re-distribute the 


existing seats that every member shal] have 
a definite constituency of his own. The 
Government of Ireland Act of 1920, under 
which the State of Northern Ireland was 
formed, stipulated that for at least three 
years elections in the new State must. he 
held under the proportional representa- 
tion system. Lord Craigavon explained 
yesterday that he and his colleagues had 
accepted this clause only under pressure 
from the British Government, and had 
been determined from the outset to get rid 
of proportional representation as soon as 
they could find an opportunity. More 
than three years had passed, and 
the time had come now when single- 
member constituencies must be restored. 
He had decided to accept entire responsi- 
bility for ‘the bill. He had spent 
many months in its preparation, and his 
object had been to ensure that after the 
genera] election the House of Commons 
of Northern Ireland should have a close 
approximation ‘to its present membership. 
In his opinion the bill was “ absolutely 
fair to all parties in Ulster.’’ 
Unhappily, this opinion is not shared 
by the representatives of the minority in 
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ment bluntly of ‘‘ gerrymandering.” There 
has been so much loose talk and gross 
exaggeration in regard to the redistribu- 
tion of seats that an accurate judgment 
is almost impossible. ‘In gthe counties of 
Antrim, Down ia bine, which return 
seven, eight and four members respec- 
tively, the county areas merely have been 
divided into seven, eight and four con- 
stituenci¢s. In the City of Belfast, how- 
ever, in Derry, Tyrone and Fermanagh, the 
minority alleges that constituencies have 
been “carved out” in such a way as te 
reduce the Roman Catholic representation, 
In Belfast, which has fifteen wards, there 
will be sixteen members. Three wards— 
the Cromac, the Dock and the Falls—will 
have a member apiece, and the remaining 
twelve wards will be divided into thirteen 
parliamentary constituencies. Apparently 
this task has given the Prime Minister 
much trouble; for in some cases different 
sides of a street are in different con- 
stituencies. In the case of Derry City 
and County, which have five members, the 
City -henceforward will have two and 
the County three. In and 
Fermanagh, where eight members repre- 
sent the combined counties, Tyrone will 
and Fermanagh three, con- 
stituencies. The latter county has been 
handled in such a way as to include 
a remarkably shaped  division—South 
Fermanagh—which, according to the 
Nationalists, has been designed to deprive 
them of their just number of seats. 

Mr. Joseph Devlin contrasted the treat- 
ment of the Protestant minority in the Free 
State with that of the Roman Catholics in 
the North, He said that, while the minority 
had not a single seat on the Northern 
Senate, the Protestants of the South had 
almost fifty per cent. of the seats in the 
Free State's Upper House. 
Lord Craigavon’s Government, however, 
Mr. Devlin ought to admit that the cir- 
cumstances were different. The Southern 
Protestants accepted the Free State and 
did their best to help it to succeed ; but 
for several years. the Northern minority 
obstinately refused to recognise the 
Belfast Government, and in some cases 
even took up arms against it. We should 
be very sorry to think, however, that Lord 
Craigavon would tolerate any system of 
“gerrymandering.’? The Roman Catholics

Censorship in England. 

Yesterday the Home Secretary received 
a deputation the London Public 
Morality Council, which desires a stricter 
war against indecent books and plays. He 
did not encourage the Council’s hopes of 
new legislation for this purpose. 
William Joynson-Hicks’s statement is 
interesting in three. respects. It 
forth the powers which now exist in Great

Sir 
sets 


Britain for the suppression of obscene 
publications; it shows that these powers 
are exercised constantly and vigorously, 
and it shows also that their use, on the 
whole, is effective. The powers are two- 
fold. In the first place, the publication 
of obscene matter, in any. shape—books, 
newspapers, pictures or theatrical per- 
formances—is a crime at common law. 
Sixty years ago Lord Chief Justice 
Cockburn thus defined the test of 
obscenity—‘ whether the tendency of the 
matter charged as obscene is to deprave 
or corrupt those whose minds are open 
to such immoral influences, and into whose 
hands a publication of this sort may fall.” 
In the next place, certain Acts of Parlia- 
ment deal specifically with the subject. 
These Acts empower the Home Secretary 
to invoke the Director of Public Prosecu- 
tions. On Monday, indeed, the destruction 
of copies of a new novel was ordered by 
a magistrate under the Obscene Publica- 
tions Act of 1857, and in recent weeks two 
other books have suffered a like fate. 
Morality’s next line of defence is the Post 
Office Act. The Post Office, as the Home 
Secretary said, is “a very common door- 
way for bringing filth into the country ”; 
but this Act arms the Home Office with 
the right to search suspected packets in 
transit, It seems that Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks has exercised this right 
freely; and during the last six years 
there have been. seventy-three prosecu- 
tions in connection with the importation 
and sale of “ various indecencies.”” Hence- 
forward it will be increasingly difficult 
to smuggle obscene publications or articles 
through the Post Office; for, by a con- 
vention at Geneva, the nations have 
agreed to put a common embargo upon 
them. The Home Secretary suggests. truly 
that, in any just estimate of the value of 
the State’s checks upon indecency, the 
filth which gets into circulation must be 
measured against the far larger mass that 
is suppressed. His conclusion is that the 
existing safeguards are suflicient. “It 
would be very difficult,” he says, “to 
establish any form of censorship. At all 
events, I pray you not to put th + on my 
shoulders.’’ These are not the words of an 
easy-going moralist. On the contrary, Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks has a reputation 
as an unbending Puritan, and many Con- 
servatives are in revolt against his recent 
statement that the old “right of every 
man to do as he likes with his own”? 
cannot be acknowledged in the twentieth 
century. It is, no doubt, his large ex- 
perience of affairs that warns Sir William

It 
may be taken, therefore, that Dublin soon 
will see laid the foundation of a gallery 
worthy of its dignity as a capital] city. 
Those public-spirited citizens who, 
organised as a voluntary council, brought 
about this happy outcome deserve the 
thanks of Dublin on several scores, In 
the first piace, the city’s reproach of in- 
difference to modern art is removed. 
Secondly, the provision of adequate hous- 
ing for a great art collection will 
strengthen the case for the return of the 
Lane Bequest pictures to Dublin. The 
most cogent objection to their return as 
an act of grace and on permanent Joan 
has been the city’s lack of facilities for 
their fitting display and preservation. In 
the third place, a splendid old building 
will be restored to dignified uses. Dublin 
abounds in once handsome domestic archi- 
tecture that long has degenerated into 
tenements or into ill-kept flats and offices. 
Charlemont House is a particularly noble 
piece of building, and it is gratifying that 
it should be sayed from the fate of many a 
degraded mansion. It will become the 
entrance portion of tLe new gallery, and 
wil] serve, in accordance with Mr. Lucius 


O’Callaghan’s proposal, as a museum of | 


civic relics, serving thus to array pieces of 
sculpture and craftsmanship still gilded 
by the glory of the Dublin that once was. 
Finally, there is matter for satisfaction in 
the location of the new gallery. Recent 
history, and a lack of spacious vision in 
our rulers, have caused Dublin, as it were, 
to shrink. Public sites are crowded too 
thickly at the new centre, and the ex- 
tremities are falling into neglect. ‘The 
north side of the city has been the chief 
sufferer. By the establishment of a con- 
siderable centre of civic pride in Parnell 
square, the centripetal tendency, for once, 
is reversed. Jf the future civic concert 
hall and the future new cathedral are 
placed at similar points, vivifying sites of 
interest will be distributed to the city's 
greater advantage. We hope that the 
citizens of Dublin will manilest as lively 
a pride in the new gallery as the citizens 
of Belfast show in the fine classic gallery 
and museum that now are being constructed 
beside the Botanic Gardens; but we ave 
constrained to repeat our comment of last 
September, when the report in favour of 
the Gallery was presented—that its con- 
struction ought to be part and parcel of a 
comprehensive ‘‘ town plan.’’ 


Napoleon’s Hat. 


Most of us dislike those disturbing re- 
velations, now so common, that go to 
destroy the symbols of history with which 
our minds were stored in boyhood. In 
Excelsior Comte de Bondy has made the 
irritating disclosure that Napoleon 
Buonaparte did not wear the hicorne, but 
a tall hat and civilian’dress, when he bade 
tarewell to his guards at Fontainebleau 
before he surrendered himself to exile. He 
Says, moreover, that Napoleon habitually 
walked about Paris in civilian attire, and 
that historic truth would require that most 
of the well-known pictures representing 
different episodes in the First Consul's 
career should be re-painted, so as to 
remove the military headgear. Je te hais, 
d’abord, a cause de ta forme, said the 
poet, apostrophisiug the traditional hat 
which, in a thousand cartoons, over- 
shadowed Europe; but now hatred must 
be transferred to a hat of a more common 
fashion. ‘These iconoclasts of history will 
dim its lines. Napoleon in a tall hat and 
cloak will be confounded with Alfred de 
Musset, whom the multitude recognises, 
not by his patriotic verses, but by the mode 
of his attire. Have we not seen a French 
theatre wild with applause when a singer 
appeared in that familiar dress, although 
few could catch the chanted words of 
defiance to the menace from beyond the 
Rhine ? 


ILLNESS OF FREE STATE 
JUDGES.

MR. JUSTICE WYLIE ABSENT

No sitting of the Irish Free State Land 
Commission Court of the High Court was 
held yesterday owing to the fact that the 
Land Judge, Mr. Justice W. E. Wylie, had 
been taken ill rather suddenly. Judge Wylie 
entered a Dublin nursing home on Monday. 
It was learned yesterday that he had had a 
good night and was progressing favourably. 

Mr. Justice Wylie is the third of the Irish

both of whom are Assistant Circuit 
Judges, appointed to relieve the congestion 
which had accrued in the Cireuit Court. 
Both, it is understood, are well on the road 
to recovery and will shortly resume duty. 
Mr. William Gleeson, K.C., who had been 
appointed as a deputy Circuit Judge, in 
room of the two Judges mentioned, since 
his appointment has assisted the Circuit 
Judge proper for Dublin, Judge Davitt, in 
clearing off urrears in the Dublin City and 
County area. More recently he has been 
sitting on the Donegal Circuit for both civil 
and criminal business.

LONDON LETTER. 


HOLLAND’S QUEEN-MOTHER. 
59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 


Toespay NÍGBT: 

The Queen-Mother of the Netherlands, 
who has not been in England for some 
years, will arrive in London on Thursda) 
morning early to spend the day et the 
Royal Academy, viewing the exhibition of 
Dutch pictures. Queen Emma is to 
travel by special boat to Gravesend, and 
will be the only, passenger on board, 
except ber Lady-in-Waiting and an 
Equerry. She will reach Gravesend in 
time to catch a train that will arrive at 
Victoria at about 9.15, and tlience she 
will drive straight to the exhibition, 
spending the whoie day there until she 
goes to the Dutch Legation for tea. 
Immediately afterwards she will drive to 
Victoria and return to Rotterdam. Queen 
Emma was a frequent visitor during the 
life-time of her sister, the late Duchess 
of Albany, with whom she used to stay 
at Claremont, near Esher. Prince Henry 
of the Netherlands was in London last week 
te see the collection, and it is said that 
the Queen of the Netherlands hopes to 
come herself; but such a visit is some- 
what doubtful. 


The King’s Recovery. 


The King was able to walk from his 
bedroom this morning to the sun room at 
Craigweil House, after passing a good 
night. The weather was summer like, 
with warm sunshine, and the King sat 
for some hours enjoying the change. The 
idea that the King would commission the 
Prince of Wales to open Parliament after 
the general election is now dismissed in 
Court circles; for it had been found that 
there is no precedent. Queen Victoria 
during her long reign never deputed tne 
Prince of Wales to open Parliament for 
her, nor did King Edward in his turn. 
The King alone, it is said, can act im 
Parliament, and, failing lus presence 
Parliament must be opened by the 
statutory Royal Commission. headed by 
the Lord High Chancellor, who will read 
the Speech from the Throne. The Prince 
of Wales, however, is to preside at the 
Courts at Backingham Palace during the 
season. The Queen wil] be present, but 
it is said to be her wish that the Prince 
shall be regarded as the central figure.

Northern Land Furchase. 


Representations are being made to lead 
ing Secialists in Parliament asking them 
to secure, if possible, amendments to the 
Ireland Land Act Amendment 
now in the House of Lords.

Gas Prices 


The gas companies here, rememberinz 
the outcry two years ago at the abnormal! 
amount of the gas bills, intend to take 
time by the forelock this year, and are 
warning their customers that their 
charges will be very Leav-. following upon 
the prolonged spel] of cold weather. One 
vas company has informed its customers 
that it will read . meters once a 
month before the quarter day if they so 
desire, while another has offered to pro 
vide interim accounts which need not be 
paid until the end of the quarter. It 
appears that there has been such an 
enormous increase in the consumption of 
cas—quite forty per cent., it is estimated 
—that it is best that cystomers should 
know what they are Jikely to have to pay. 
The bills may be heavy, but tm a great 
many cases gas proved the salvation of the 
householder; for so many kitchen ranges 
were put out of action owing to burst 
pipes. 


Season Tieket Holders. 


The thirty thousand first class season 
ticket holders of the Southern Railway 
Company have been the recipients of 
something quite new in railway develop- 
ment. Each is,to receive quarterly a 
review, “Over the Points,’’ in which the 
railway will take its passengers more 
fully into its confidence regarding the 
problems which it has to face.

IMPORTANT CENTRES. 

Monterrey, the capital of Nuevo Leon, is 
an important strategic centre in Northern 
Mexico.

By capturing it the rebels 
have cut off Mexico City from Laredo, on 
the United States border, and have 
isolated all Nerth-Eastern Mexico from

RELIGIOUS LIBERTY. 

Senor Fausto Topete, Governor of 
Sonora, who was one of the prime movers 
in the revolution, has issued a manifesto 
proclaiming religious liberty, and giving 
the clergy permission to re-open churches 
and conduct religious Seryices.

MONEY AND MUNITIONS.

It was made clear at the White House this 
morning that President Hoover will not 
hesitate to lend prompt support to the 
Mexican Government in its effort to stamp 
out the rebellion. 

An embargo on the export of arms to 
Mexico, nf under licence by the State 


Department, has existed since January, 1924, 
and liceneds have from time to time been 
issued at the request of, and for the, Govern- 
ment of that country. The new Administra- 
tion sees no reason why this arrangement 
should not continue. 

There is a well-grounded suspicion in 
Washington that the disturbances, which are 
now giving some concern, were timed to 
comceide with the change of Government 
here. ‘ 

If the leaders of the revolt assumed that 
they might in this way reap some advantage 
they will be disappointed.

It is a fair prediction that, not only stich 
arms as the Mexican Government may 
require, but financial assistance, will be forth- 
coming from the United States Government 
and from American bankers. 

Despatches reaching the State Department 
aud the Mexican Embassy here indicate that 
the area of disturbance is confined to the 
periphery of Mexico, and little doubt 1s 
entertained that the movement to suppress it 
working outward from the centre will be 
guccessful. 
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REBELS’ PROPERTY TO 
BE CONFISCATED. 
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VIGOROUS STEPS BY THE 
GOVERNMENT. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MEXICO CITY, Tuesday. 


The Mexican Government moved swiftly 
to-day in its preparations to combat the 
forces of revolution assailing it in the 
North and South. 

In addition to mobilising its military 
resources, particularly its Air Force, 
against the rebels, the Government has 
struck a blow in another direction with 
the announcement that measures would 
be taken immediately to confiscate all 
property belonging to rebel leaders. 

This latter step is in accordance with 
the order already existing. by which the 
property of persons in rebellion is for- 
feited to the Government. 

While the former President, General 
Calles, now called to the Post of Secre- 
tary of War, is preparing to direct a 
campaign against the rebels in the north, 
General Andrea Almazan has been given 
the task of dislodging the insurgents in 
the State of Vera Cruz. 

Despatches from ‘Tampico state that 
General Ortiz, chief of the military 
operations in the State of Tamaulipas, 
has announced that he will loyally sup- 
port the Government, and that his Army 
will fight to the Jast against the revolu- 
tionary movement. General Ortiz also 
announces that five thousand workmen 
and agricultural labourers in the State 
have volunteered their services to fight 
for the Government. 

The newspapers here for the most part 
condemn the latest outbreak and appeal 
to the country to support the Government 
in order to avoid anarchy. There is no 
doubt, however, that the Government is 
faced with a well-organised and wide- 
spread movement. 


THE RELIGIOUS QUARREL. 

The origin of the trouble probably lies 
in the religious quarre] between the 
Roman Catholic Church and the State, 
aml in the intense jealousy between 
labour and agrarian interests. Although 
the news reports are necessarily imper- 
fect, the Government and the _ revolu- 
tionists seem to have settled down to a 
life and death struggle for supremacy. 

General Escobar, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Revolutionary movement in 
Northern Mexico, announces the capture 
of Montery, where six hundred Federal 
troops are held prisoners. In the State 
of Vera Cruz, on the other hand, the 
Federal troops claim the victory. 

Fighting is also reported in the States 
of Coahuila, Sonora and Sinaloa. 

A force of fifteen thousand infantry 
and cavalry has already left Mexico City 
for Vera Cruz. while ten thousand troops 
are cn route to Sonora.

Murder charges have followed the 


deaths of sixteen persons, who succumbed 
in the Peoria district of Illinois during 
the past three days, supposedly from the 
effects of poisoned liquor. 


At the close of the inquest on one of 


the victims to-day warrants were issued 
for the arrest’ on charges of murder of 


two men and their wives. 
An analysis of the organs of several of

Viscount Craigavon, Prime Minister, in 
moving the second reading of the Method 
of Voting and Redistribution of Seats 
Bill, said. that “the reason he took 
this important measure himself was 
because, like the temperance measure, it 
really belonged to the Government as a 
whole and: not to any one particular 
department. He also felt that it was a 
tusk of some magnitude, which might 
possibly call for criticism from one part 
of the House or another, and it was his 
duty as Prime Minister to take upon his 
shoulders full responsibility for every- 
thing which appeared in the measure. 

The foundation of.the bill rested upon 
a clause of the Government of Ireland 
Act—Clause 14, Section 5. Three years 
had long elapsed and, therefore, the 
Northern Parliament had the fullest 
authority to change from the old systein 
of proportional representation’ to the 
‘system of. single member constituencies. 
There were several ways in which the 
Government could have approached the 
matter. - A suggestion was made in 
October by Mr. Kyle to set up a select 
committee oí the House to consider and 
determine whether the Government had 
authority to set aside proportional repre- 
sentation, and; if so, to define the 
boundaries of the new constituencies. 
Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationalist)—Yes ; 
that is the point. 


THE ACT OF 1920. 

The Prime Minister—As I have pointed 
out,.the Act of 1920 gives this House full 
power, and there is no question as 
regards that part of the motion. With 
regard to the second part, the House

Te-day Dail Fireann will be asked tc 
give a final reading to the Compulsory 
Irish for Lawyers, or. to use its technical 
title, the Legal Practitioners (Qualilica- 
tion) Bill. 

There, of course, can be no doubt as to 
the result, but at Jeast the very strong 
protest addressed to the Legislature within 
the last couple of days by the Incor- 
porated Law Society will lend greater, if 
ultwnately hopeless, force to the arguments 
which already have been advanced against 
the measure in the Dail, and are likely 
to be renewed to-day. 

One of the most determined opponents 
of the bill from the outset has been Lr. 
Hennessey ; but, unfortunately, he Jacks 
the support of any substantial number of 
his colleagues. 3 
The Fianna Fail Party is at one with 
the Ministerial Party in its advocacy of 
the measure, so that its passage to-day 
seems a foregone conclusion. 

TAX ON WOOLLENS. 

Other business for discussion by the 
House to-day includes the report stage of 
the Woollen Tariff Resolutions, the second 
stage of the Superannuation and Pensions 
Bill, the committee stage of the Destruc- 
tive Insects and Pests Bill, and the report 
stage of the Constitution (Amendment No.

creation of a public corporation, buttressed 
Ly a Government guarantee, which should 
nequire a large estate in Canada and develop 
it as a business concern on. the same 
limes as an estate under private 
ownership. ‘They claim that a _ large 
force of pioneers could be employed 
immediately upon the clearing and equip- 
ment of the land acquired, while the ultimate 
settlers were being trained on in agriculture, 
and finally that a hold and practicable scheme 
would restore some of the lost glamour of 
emigration to potential settlers in this 
country, while at the same time helping the 
Canadian people to realise their ambition to 
keep their country British. 

The idea is not new, as its authors are the 
first to acknowledge. It must have occurred 
in some form or other to all who look upon 
Empire settlement im its proper aspect— 
namely, not as a convenient means for 
shuffling on to someone else the respon- 
sibility for the indigent population of these 
islands, but as the concrete expression of a 
determination to develop the common heritage 
of the British race. 

The most that could be promised by any 
party in this country is to put up a scheme 
for the Dominions to consider, and this should 
be clearly stated, so that no false hopes may 
bo raised.

MORE LAST NIGHT. 


THIRTY NOW IN THE 
BRIDEWELL. 


Large numbers of young men were ar- 
rested in Dublin during the past thirty- 
six hours. Some were released alter a 
brief détention in the Bridewell, but at 
the moment of going to press it. is stated 
that thirty still remain in the cells. 

The first arrests were made by Dublin 
detectives shortly after five o'clock on 
Monday evening, and by two o'clock on 
the following morning about forty men 
had been apprehended at their homes in 
various parts of the city. 

Yesterday afternoon about half of the 
number were released, and thirteen more 
were discharged at hali-past eleven last 
night. 

Fight further arresis were reported to 
have been made before midnight last 
night, and a number of others since then, 
leaving, as stated, thirty still in the 
Bridewell. 

The authorities are extremely reticent 
regarding the arrests, but it wry be 
taken for granted that the Fianna Fail 
Party will question the Minister of 
Justice upon the matter when the Dail 
assembles this afternoon. 

It is significant that this ‘*‘ combing” 
of the city by detectives coincides with 
President Cosgrave’s statement that the 
Government intends taking ‘ whatever 
steps are necessary.” to protect the 
citizens’ lives and property. 

Throughout yesterday the precincts of 
the Bridewell were thronged by relatives 
and friends of the arrested men, but 
there were no demonstrations. A _ strict 
supervision was exercised by the police 
authorities on all persons entering the 
courtyard adjoining the Metropolitan 
Police Courts and the Bridewell.

The full Executive of the Miners’ 
Federation waited on the Prime Minister 
(Mr. Baldwin) at 10 Downing street, 
Loudon, yesterday, to place before him 
facts relating to unemployment and con- 
ditions generally in the coalfields, and to 
urge the Government to adopt immediate 


measures to deal with the situation, 
including the reorganisation of the 
industry. 


The interview lasted three hours, and 
the following official statement was issued 
at the close :— 

“The Prime Minister, accompanied by 
the President of the Board of Trade, the 
Minister of Health, the Minister of 
Labour, and the Secretary for Mines, met 
the full Executive of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion. All the subjects raised by the 
Federation were discussed at length, and 
a joint report of the proceedings will be 
issued as soon as possible.”’ 

THE POINTS DISCUSSED. 

Mr. A. J. Cook, the Miners’ Secretary, 

last night enumerated to a Press Associa- 


' tion reporter the points dealt with by the 


Federation speakers at the interview. 
They were :— 

The co-ordination and unification of 
the industry. The question of interna- 
tional arrangements to avoid interna- 
tional competition and price-cutting. The 
scientific utilisation of coal and the 
development of by-products on an exten- 
sive scale, instead of in. a small way. 
The absorption of unemployed miners in 
new industries, and the transference of 
miners from derelict areas, under proper 
conditions and safeguards. 

Mr. Cook said that the Prime Minister 
listened very sympathetically to the 
representations made regarding the hard- 
ship which the Executive said would be 
imposed on thousands of miners by 
depriving them of unemployment benefit 
if the proposed change in regard to the 


“thirty stamps’’ requirement were 
brought into operation in April. 
“Mr. Baldwin told us,’ added Mr. 


Cook, “that he was considering the posi- 
tion very carefully, and hoped to reach 
a decision in a few days. I have great 
hopes that the representation will be 
successful, and that the coming into force 
of this new condition for unemployment 
benetit will be suspended, 
THE ECONOMIC ASPECTS. 

“On the other points of the miners’ 
programme little or no satisfaction was 
obtained. The Prime Minister replied 
only in very general and rather vague 
terms. He told us that the Government 
could not do very much to expedite and 
give a push to the normal process of the 
recovery and the revival of the coal 
industry, and that reorganisation and co- 
ordination could not be a hasty or hurried 
business. He expressed the opinion that 
it was not at present commercially pos- 
sible to establish on a large scale enter- 
prises for the scientific utilisation of coal 
and the development of by-products. He 
said that there must be some regard to 
the economics of the industry. 

“In regard to international competi- 
tion and arrangements, the Prime 
Minister pointed out that the Economic 
Committee of the Leavue of Nations was 
engaged on a world coal survey at 
Geneva, and that the most earnest con- 
sideration would be given to the report.”’ 


“ A DANGEROUS MAN.” 


SAFE BLOWN OPEN WITH 
GELIGNITE. 


A man who blew open a safe with gelignite 
aud at whose home eleven pounds of explo 
sives and thirty detonators were stated to 
have been found appeared at the Leeds 
Assizes yesterday in the person of Fred 
Stirk (forty-two), joiner, who was sentenced 
to three vears’ pena] servitude for breaking 
and entering the warehouse of a gramaphone 
coxzpany at Bramley, near Leeds, and steal- 
ing £45 18s. 9d. and other property. 

Counsel stated that Stirk blew open the 
safe, twelve winaows of the warehouse being 
blown out and iurniture hurled about. 

A detective inspector produced a long list 
of convictions against Stirk for warehcuse 
and counterhouse breaking. He described 
Stirk as a dangerous man, who specialised in 
this particular form of crime. When arrested 
Stirk had twelve sticks of gelignite in his 
possession—enough to have blown the whole 
of the works down. The damage amounted 
to £150. 

The judge agreed that Stirk was a dan- 
gerous man—a danger to both life and pro- 
perty. He was obviously pursuing a line of 
serious crime.

A WEXFORD GRIEVANCE. 

“ Those people are supposed to be looking 
after the interests of the trade of the Free 
State and small harbours, and when we apply 
for a dredger all we get is an evasive answer.

“ HORRIBLE SYSTEM.” 

The reason proportional representation 
was included in the Act of 1920 was the 
urgent request of the then British Govern- 
ment, and it must be borne in mind that 
the Act was setting up parliamentary in- 
stitutions, not alone for Ulster, but also 
for the Southern area, and a balance was 
arranged between the two Parliaments. 
Although Great Britain refused to enter- 
tain the idea of proportional representa- 
tion for its own area, it thought that it 
was satisfactory to enact proportional re- 
presentation for Northern and Southern 
Ireland, and the reason for doing that 
was a matter rather obscure. At the 
time strong cogs was brought to bear 
on all the Ulster members to help the 
British Government, in a great difficulty.

Where was the popular de- 
mand for the abolition of proportional repre- 
sentation? He asked the Prime Minister to 
quote Lord Birkenhead, Lord Burnham—and 
even their own Minister of Commerce, who 
was sitting beside the Prime Minister, and 
whe was Vice-President of the Proportional 
Representation Society—in favour of propor- 
tiunal representation. 
‘**PERSONATION RAMPANT.” 

Throughout the Six Counties there was a 
demand for the elimination of personation, 
which was so rampant, and which was strik- 
ing at the moral sense of the people. ‘The 
Chamber of Trade and other responsible 
bodies had condemned the evils of persona- 
tiom that prevailed, but there was not a word 
wbout it in the bill. 

‘It is,” said Mr. Devlin, “because you 
have lived on personation, are elected on 
personation, and rule on personation. You 
have depended on all kinds of tricks and 
dodges for election, and now, with a manfle 
of purity thrown round you, you are endea- 
vuring to abolish the only system that gave 
representation to minorities in a community 
that was chloroformed with party passion 
and hatred.”’ 

FREE STATE’S EXAMPLE. 

Because of the working of their party 
machine, continued the speaker, decent men 
weuld not come forward to give honest re- 
presentation. The Prime Minister was still 
living in the era of 1886, when the first 
Home Rule Bill was introduced, and he had 
never been able to budge an inch since. In 
the Six Counties the Catholics were a third 
of the population, and not a single Catholic 
Was given a seat in the Senate, and yet in the 
South, where the Protestants were only 
aLcut 14 per cent. of the population, they 
had almost half the representation in the 
Senate. 

| Note—According to the census of the 
Free State, the proportion of Protestants in 
the Twenty-six Counties was 

The Northern Government, continued Mr. 
Devlin, had branded as helots the people of 
the minority, mer and women who were as 
intelligent as the majority. They had out- 
lawed them from every position of trust and 
honour, instead of trying to conciliate them 
aud to have their help. They had no moral 
right to abolish proportional representation 
without the consent of the minority. His 
own constituency of West Belfast had been 
gerrymandered in the past and it was now 
being gerrymandered again. 


“ A DANGER TO THE STATE." 

“This is a fresh attempt,” he declared, 
‘*to destroy the liberties of the minority and 
to drive the discontent, to which we have 
given expression in the open by frank dis- 
cussions, into courses that will ultimately 
become a danger to the State. You cannot 
leave a third of the population’ with a scald- 
ing wound inflicted by Tory religious hatred 
without filling them wrth resentment and 
without affecting the whole civic and national 
administrative life in which they live. While 
we can wander in the wilderness we can still 
rétain our self-respect.” 

The Prime Minister, he went on, wanted 
to weaken the Nationalists, but not to destroy 
them. It was largely against the Indepen- 
dents that this was directed. The spirit of 
party greed seemed to have poisoned the 
Government's mentality to such an extent 
that they could not tolerate in the House any 
representatives of independent opinion. The 
Independents were to be crucified on the 
altar of Unionist expediency because they did 
not worship at the altar of ignorance and 
reaction. 

This was a most retrograde step, and the 
Government should lift themselves out of 
the atmosphere of passion and their own pre- 
judices, and ask themselves what service it 
would do to the community. It would pre- 
vent decent men from coming forward, and 
it would restore the Ward politicians in their 
elections.

THE SUSPENSION OF 
SEVEN MEMBERS. 


OPPOSITION ATTACKS THE 
DEPUTY SPEAKER. 

Mr. Kvle moved a resolution to the effect 
that the suspension of seven members on 
November 22nd was caused by the incapacity 
of the Chairman of Ways and Means to give 
an unbiassed judgment and that, ‘‘owing to 
the prejudiced views, he {: not capable of 
carrying out fairly the duties of Deputy- 
Speaker of the House” The: Standing 
Order that the Honse should be advised of 
the absence of the Speaker, he said, was not 
carried out on that day, and the two stages 
of a contested measure should not be taken 
on the same day, as was done on the occasion 
The Deputy-Speaker should 
realise that when he was in the chair he was 
not a party politician.

. MR. DEVLIN’S ADMISSION, 

Mr.. Devlin “said that no one had doie 
more to make them forget what they owed 
to the House than ‘the Prime Minister. The 
members of the Government Party repeatedly 
left the House, and the Government benches 
were often empty. On this rticular 
occasion an attempt was being ante to put 
a measure through in the absence of the 
Nationalists, and when the member for 
Tyrone and Fermanagh got up to protest he 
also was. told to go. 

“I advised him not to go.” said Mr. 
Devlin, ‘‘ and I said, ‘ We will have a scene.’ 
I was the villain of the piece, and I am not 
ashamed of it, because I knew that it would 
direct public opinion, as it did, to the cause 
of the incident.”’

BILL IN THE NORTHERN 
SENATE. 


From Ovrn Own CorRESPONDENT. 
BELV AST, Tuesday. 

In the Northern Senate this afternoon 
Viscount Charlemont moved the second 
reading of the Midwives and Nursing Homes 
Bill. The most important part of the bill, 
he said, deait with the registration of nursing 
and maternity homes with the object oi 
ensuring a higher general standard for these 
institutions. The first part of the bill dealt 
with certain amendments to the Midwives 
Act of 1918. It was provided that no woman 
should use the title of “ midwife’’ unless she 
was certified under the Act. ' 

Continuing, he said that the sixth clause 
of the bill required that every nursing and 
maternity home should be registeréd with 
the local authority, and for this purpose the 
local authority was the County Council, or 
the County Borough Council, as the case 
may be. The clause set out the reasons for 
which the local authority might -refuse to 
register an applicant. 

In all cases,.the staff actually engaged in 
nursing the patients must be properly 
qualified, whether the home was in existence 
at the commencement of the Act or not; but, 
in the case of existing homes, the person in 
general charge of the home need not neces- 
sarily possess nursing qualifications. The 
Government did not consider that this dis- 
tinction should be permanent. 

The bill also authorised the inspection of 
nursing homes by an officer of the local 
authority. or of the Ministry of Home Affairs. 
This power of inspection did not include the 
power to ‘nspect the medical records of the 
various cases in the home. 

Colonel Sinclair welcomed the bill, and said 
that it would also be welcomed by the 
nursing institutions in Northern Ireland. A 
certificate of inspection would be a testimonial 
to the efficiency of a nursing home. 

The bill passed the second reading. 


TERRITORIALS IN 
WAR. 


SIR I. HAMILTON CRITICISES 
LORD KITCHENER. 


General Sir Ian Hamilton criticised Lord 
Kitchener and Lord French (afterwards the 
Earl of Ypres) for their reluctance to make 
full use of the Territorial Army ‘at the start 
of the war, when he spoke last night at the 
dinner of the East Lancashire Division, Old 
Comrades’ Association, at Manchester. 

The East Lancashires, he said, were one 
of two divisions out of the whole fourteen 
who were treated on the outbreak of war as 
serious troops. ‘‘ They had the luck to be 
used without undue delay,” he added, ‘ but 
it is of the highest military importance that 
it should be recognised -now that the method 
pursued by Lord Kitchener and Lord French 
of spoiling a division by picking out one or 
two of the best battalions was bad both in 
policy and in practice. 

‘The long anti-Territorial propaganda of 
the National Service League had everywhere 
undermined confidence in the citizen armies. 
In vain was it that, as rifles became avail- 
able, I besought both Lord Kitchener and 
Lord French to help themselves to some of 
my divisions. Lord Esher, who was then 
Chairman of the London Territorial Associa- 
tion, would, I think, bear witness to the 
vigour with which I protested and argued—a 
dangerous business—with Lord Kitchener, 
asking him to be bolder in using the Terri- 
torials. 

“I hope that it will be fully understood by 
war historians that if the Territorials seemed 
rather long in getting to work in divisions, 
the slackness will be attributed not to them, 
but to their unbelieving masters.’’

THE HAGUE, Tuesday. 

In the Second Chamber to-day the 
Prime Minister and Minister of Finance, 
Jonkheer D. J. de Geer made the follow- 
ing declaration :— | 

‘In connection with the most trying 
incident which has threatened to disturb 
the good understanding between nations 
during the last ten days, the Government 
wishes to make a statement. The Govern- 
ment desires to define in the first place 
exactly how far it itself has been con- 
cerned in the case. 

“The first I personally heard of the 
matter was on Friday evening, the 22nd 
of February, at 11.15 o’clock, when the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs came to see 
me and told me that, according to infor- 
mation he had received, a sensational 
document would appear in the Utrechtsche 
Dagblad on the following evening. 

ORIGINAL SEEN BY EXPERTS. 

‘As he was leaving the following day 
for London in order to visit the exhibi- 
tion of Dutch pictures, he wished to warn 
me of the fact. He told me that the 
original of this document had been shown 
to the Secretary-General of his Depart- 
ment by A. Mynheer van Beuningen at 
Rotterdam several weeks previously, with 
whom a copy had been left. 

‘This copy he caused to be submitted 
to experts for examination. While wait- 
ing for their report he had not had any 
reason to devote any more attention to the 
affair. Later on he was informed by the 
management of the Amsterdam Het 4 [gee 
meen Handelsblad that the document had 
been offered to them for publication, but 
had been declined. 

“ On the same day, however, he learnt 
that the document would be published on 
the following day in the Utrechtsche 
Dagbdlad. 

COULD NOT INTERFERE. 

“My colleague and J regretted this 
prospect exceedingly, but we were both 
convinced that the Government could not 
interfere to prevent its publication. . 

“The only thing to be done, was to give 
the foreign Governments an opportunity 
to make a statement to our Government, 
and thus remove the possibility of any 
unpleasant consequences resulting from 
this publication. There was naturally 
no question of any unfriendly intention.

WISHES INCIDENT FORGOTTEN. 

“The Government took no cther action 
in this case, if we except the inquiry of 
a provisional character that was under- 
taken by the Minister of Justice. 

“The Government adds that it is con- 
vinced that there is no danger of any 
other nation threatening our people. It 
expresses the sincere hope and the firm 
confidence that these evil days will 
shortly be forgotten, and that our people, 
after this painful incident, will reject any 
lingering suspicion of an international 
character, and will co-operate for the 
advancement of peace and prosperity in 
the old friendly relationship with other 
nations.’’

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REPORT TO PRESBYTERY. 

A report on distress in Belfast has been 
submitted to Belfast Presbytery by the Rev. 
A. F. Moody on behalf of the Committee on 
Distress. It is based on returns received 
from congregations. The Committee finds 
that in certain areas there is a large amount 
of real distress which has reached abnormal 
proportions. A very earnest effort is being 
made to cope with the situation through the 
various funds under Presbyterian control, and 
a sum of £15,000 has been expended during 
the past year. It is inadvisable at the 
moment to initiate a Presbyterian Poor Fund; 
but all the congregations of the Presbytery 
should be urged to contribute as generously 
as possible to existing funds, to missions 
which work among the poor, and other 
charitable funds which are giving help in the 
present emergency. 

The Committee considers that relief works 
of a kind beneficial to the community shoul: 
be inangurated on a far more extensive scale 
than hitherto, and that all relief finds in the 
city should be co-ordinated to prevent over- 
lapping. 

‘he Presbytery adopted the report, and 
decided to pass the Committee's conclusiors 
to the responsible administrative authorities.

DE-RATING BILL. 


PROGRESS IN BOTH 
HOUSES.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Both Houses this evening were engaged 

with the Local Government Bills, their 

Lordships considering the English Bill in 


Committee and the Commons the Scotch 
measure on report. 
In the Upper House the Marquis oí 


Salisbury remarked that amendments were 
coming in every hour of the day, and the 
Government could not, therefore, say what 
there was in store for the House. So far 
there are 39 printed pages of amendments, 
and it is quite probable that the House will 
be asked to sit after dinner for several days 
in order to dispose of them. 

Both Mr. Neville Chamberlain, the Minister 
of Health, and his Parliamentary Secretary, 
Sir Kingsley Wood, spent some time listening 
to the debate from the steps of the Throne. 

There were two amendments on the paper 
dealing with the position of the voluntary 
hospitals. The first one stood in the name of 
the Marquis of Reading, and it was designed 
to secure that the voluntary hospitals should 
in no way be prejudiced by the operation of 
the Act, and that nothing should be done to 
impair their usefulness. 

Lord Dawson of Penn, who had a very keen 
appreciation of the work done by these 
hospitals, said that he could not contemplate 
a future where medical work was carried on 
by voluntary hospitals alone. It" seemed 
inevitable that there should arise municipal 
institutions. and, when this came about, it 
was very important that they should work in 
close co-operation with the voluntary institu- 
tions,, a so imbibe their great traditions. 

Viscount Knutsford, speaking as Chairman 
of the London Hospital, said that he was 
very anxious that the work of the voluntary 
and municipal institutions should be co- 
ordinated. He had no fear of competition ; 
but there was always the danger of over- 
lapping, and the last thing they desired to 
see was waste. 

The Earl of Onslow, for the Government, 
said that they were anxious that both the 
local authorjties and the voluntary hospitals 
should make the best uee of existing institu- 
tions; and it was proposed at a later stage 
to bring forward a new clause to provide that 
councils should themselves be the judges of 
what steps should be taken for consultations 
with the voluntary hospital authorities. 
Everyone was anxious that there should be 
the closest co-operation. 

Lord Reading withdrew his amendment, as 
also did Lord Dawson. . 

After the passing of Clause six, which 
deals with the constitution of Public Assist- 
ance Committees, the debate was adjourned.

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FIELD-MARSHAL AND 
MODERN WAR. 


“AA SENSELESS ABOMINA- 
TION.” 

“ 4 senseless abomination,” was Field- 
Marshal Sir William Robertson’s description 
of modern war, in a speech at the annual 
dinner of the North Staffordshire Chamber 
of Commerce, at Stoke-on-Trent last night. 
The other principal guests were Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, Sir Auckland Geddes, and Sir 
Edwin Stockton. 

Sir William said that suggestions for dis- 
armament by example, by limitation in pro- 
portion to population, or by comparisons of 
strength were either unpractical or beside 
the point; while the suggested maintenance 
of international forces for use against re- 
fractory States, as expressed by the League 
of Nations, appeared the least practical of 
all. Efforts must be concentrated on remov- 
ing existing causes of friction and checking 
ambitious policies of self-aggrandisement. 

“UNEMPLOYMENT FOR ALL.’’ 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, proposing “ British 
Industry,’’ made an allusion to Mr. Lloyd 
George’s recent speech. ‘‘ Ninepence for four- 
pence,’ he said, “ used to be a pretty gdod 
investment, but work for six hundred thou- 
sand people without any cost at all—it is 
simply Maskelyne and Devant.”’ 

Mr. Thomas said that. nothing disgusted 
him more to-day than the airy. way in which 
some people, for purely party purposes, talked 
lightly about a certain politinal party. 

“We have given evidence that love of 
Empire is not the monopoly of one party. 
Great harm is done by the flippant assump- 
tion that any one section of the community 
is indifferent to the trade and prosperity of 
the country. Who wil. suffer more from 
damage to trade and credit than the great 
mass of the working class?’ 

Sir Auckland Geddes, responding, said that 
he thought the time had come to say to the 
nations, who, out of motives of jealousy, were 
raising tremendously high tariff walls with 
the intention, first and foremost, of hitting 
British industry: ‘‘ Fair trade for you and 
fair trade for us, but unfair trade for us 
and no trade for you.” 
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TURKISH GIRL’S 
SUICIDE. 
. ——— 
TELEGRAM WHICH MIGHT 
HAVE SAVED HER. 


‘I cannot help thinking that if the tele- 
gram had been delivered it might have 
averted the tragedy,’’ said the Coroner at 
the inquest at Eastbourne yesterday on 
Semiha Jevdet (21), a girl student from 
Turkey, who was found dead on the beach 
on Sunday morning. 

The Turkish Consul, giving evidence, said 
that the girl, who had been at school at 
Reading, was sent to Eastbourne High School 
a fortnight ago. She frequently changed her 
mind as to whether she wanted to stop in 
England or go home. On Saturday arrange- 
ments were completed for sending her home, 
and a telegram was sent informing her of 
that fact. The girl had been sent to England 
about Christmas to study languages. While 
at school at Reading she attempted to take 
her life by cutting her wrist. 

Miss Adams, headmistress of Eastbourne 
High School, who explained that it was not a 
boarding school, said that or Sunday eveniny 
she was informed of a tel gram from the 
Turkish Embassy, and on Monday morning 
found a telegram on her desk at the school. 
It was addressed to Jevdet. She learned from 
the caretaker that it had been delivered on 
Saturday afternoon. The girl’s address was 
unknown to the caretaker, but he should have 
sent the telegram to witness. 

It was stated that the translation of the 


telegram read: ‘Have written the head- 
mistress for you to return to London. You 
will be sent back to Constantimople. Don’t 


worry,” 
rhe Coroner, in réturning a verdict of 
Suicide while of unsound mind,” said that 


the girl, although intelligent, seemed to be 
rather unbalanced. | 


CAUSE OF EXPLOSION. 
INQUIRY AT WOOLWICH

At a meeting of the Armagh City Council 
on Monday, the Town Clerk announced that 
he had received malicious injury claims in 
respect of the recent burning of shop pre- 
mises in Thomas street, Armagh.

INCOME OVERHAULING 
EXPENDITURE. 

The Treasury return discloses a satisia® 
tory inflow of revenue over the past wees, 
ihe total of £26,700,000 exceeding vy 
£1,000,000 thay of the corresponding we 
last vear. Income tax, with £17,000,000, 
is again the largest contributor. Super-i» 
brings in £2,400,000, and estate duties 
£2 000,000. Once more estate duties have 


shown a remarkable buovaney, and now }: 
the small group of items which have already 
surpassed the Chancellor's expectations. 

On the expenditure side, the total íor the 
week of £16,000,000 is, roughly, £35,600,000 
less than for the corresponding period of 
last year. Debt service has now reachec 
£306,322.931: in other words, it has alread,

£2,000,000. Thus for the fourth year :n 
succession this item has been seriously under- 
estimated.

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THE EXISTING LAW. 
SUFFICIENT. 


BRITISH HOME SECRETARY 
AGAINST CENSORSHIP. 
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EVIL LITERATURE IN 
ENGLAND. 
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“I am not a literary censor,” Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks, the British 
Home Secretary, told a deputation which 
went to him at the Home Office, London, 
yesterday, on the subject of immora! 
books and plays. ‘‘I have no qualifica- 
tions for the post,” he continued. 

“My duty is to see that the law is 
carried out, and when the law says 
definitely that obscenities and indecencies 
are not permitted in the land, it is my 
duty to carry out that law and call the 
attention of the Director of Public 
Prosecutions to the publication of 
indecent matter in the same way as if my 
attention were drawn to the fact that 
indecencies are being committed by men 


‘* Personally,”’ continued Sir William. 
“I should like to make a further effort 


law. I think the law existing is suffi 
cient. It would be very 
establish any form of censorship. At all 
events, I pray you not to put that on my 
shoulders. I think I am 
appeal to authors to help their country 
and to help themselves by not forcing 
public opinion to such an extent that the 
demand for some sort of censorship will 
be impossible to resist.” 
A DIFFICULT POSITION. 

The deputation came from the London 
Public Morality Council to place before the 
Home Secretary certain representations con- 
cerning immoral books and plays. It included 
a number of women and clergymen, and was 
led by Mr. Archibald Allen, Chairman of the 
Council. After listening to the speeches of | 
the deputation, Sir William thanked the 
members for coming to see him on that ver_ 
difficult matter. Some of you, at all events, 
he said, have realised that the position of the 
Home Secretary—never an easy one—is, 1D 
dealing with this question, very difficult, in 
deed. 

It is quite clear that the publication of 
obscerle matter in any form is at common law 
a crime, and perhaps it is not undesirable 
that I should mention publicly here to-day 
that not merely under certain Acts of Parlia- 
ment can magistrates order the destruction cf 
the obscene matter or books, but that the 
sublishers themselves are personally liable to 
x fined in respect of the actual crime, which 
it is in the common law of our land, to 
publish and sell obscene matter of any kind. 

That is our first line of defence against this 
overwhelming attack on indecent literature 
which is being launched on the world and 
Great Britain at the present moment. In ad- 
dition, there is the Act of Parliament under 
which recent prosecutions in connection with 
indecent books have taken place—an Act 
which enables magistrates to hear a case, and 
direct that the obscene matter shall be 
destroyed. That is the Act under which | 
have succeeded on three occasions in regard 
to three books of a deplorable character. 

THROUGH THE POST. 

Then I think I ought also to tell you, as 
you probably know, that this matter has beer: 
considered at Geneva, and that a convention 
was entered into there between all the 
civilised nations of the world to make it im- 
possible, or, at all events improper, for ary 
post office to carry any indecent literature, 
and it was under the provisions of the Post 
Office Act, coupled with that intefnationa! 
convention, that certain indecent matter was 
stopped at the Post Office the other day. 41 
course the Post Office is a very common door- 
way for bringing filth into this country. It is 
very largely impossible to prevent things 
from coming in sealed packets. 

“If we work together, I dealing with the 
illegal side and you with the moral aspect,” 
he told the deputation, ‘‘ we may be able to 
do something to relieve our country of the 
stigma which is undoubtedly on it at the 
present moment of this outpouring of filthy 
literature. 

“When people talk about*the action of the 
Home Secretary in censoring books, they 
littie realise that, 1f the Home Secretary of 
the day abrogated his powers and did not act 
lé accordance with the law, England would 
be flooded with filth coming over from thie 
Continent. You have no conception—pr 
bably none of you has any conception—of 
the kind of photographs, for instance, which 
[ see from time to time and condemn. Thev 
are too lewdly disgusting to be done any- 
thing with except put on the fire, and it 1s 
only by the exercise of the powers which 
Parliament bas given to the Secretary of 
State that we can prevent England being 
flooded with this stuff. 


STOPPING PRODUCTION. 

“IT am very glad to see there is a decided 
feeling in these great countries on the Con- 
tinent in the last few years that it is desir- 
able to work in conjunction with modern sane 
public opinion and try and stop their pro- 
duction there, just as we are trying to stop 
their production in this country. Since 
January 1, 1925, there have been seventy- 
three prosecutions in this country in con 
nection with the importation and sale of 
Various indecencies.”’ 

Alter all, he concluded, it really was a 
sign of the growing moral degradation of 
certain classes in England that these books 
were written at all. They would not be 
written if they were not bought. ‘If you 
will only in your churches, chapels, pulpits 
and Sunday schools deal with this matter 
openly and frankly, and get the parents to

A poet's career is very often a life of 
marivydom: a genius of a high imaginative 
arder living in a world of his own, with 
ttle relation to ordinary life, may be 
neglected by the public, regarded with 
suspicion : a poet is more susceptibe to im- 
pression than the rest of mankind, more 
rainerable to life’s temptations. His career 
may he brought to a tragic end, and 
humanity realises too late the treasure it has 
disrevarded. There is a wealth of examples 
of this—Spencer on Ins last day was sent 
a purse hy Raleigh : Butler, the author of 
“ MWudibras.”’ lived in penury; thére are 
Burns. Goldsmith, Oscar Wilde, Gissing, 
William Blake—the greatest poet of his age, 
whe died practically unknown—Edgar Allen 
Poe, and Manzan; and J. W. Synge s 
vreatest. work was regarded by his country- 
men as a national outrage. The poet’s career 
Leeds predestined to end tragieally. 


NEGLECT AND POPULARITY. 

Does that pieture contain all the truth; 
are all the great masters neglected in their 
ifetime: is the poet’s, or artist's, career 
necessary the read to Calvary? This is by 
no means the ordinary picture; authors have 
hecome famous and rich at an early age. 
Lord Byron at twenty-four was famous; 
Moore at twenty-eight, by his ‘* Melodies,” 
hecame a national poet; Dickens at twenty- 
ns the author of ** Pickwiek.”’ entered 

the first stage of that popularity which 
never failed him. Perhaps the number of 
eat authors who achieved immediate popu- 
lay and were able to retain it throughout 
their lives is nearly as great as that of those 
“ho failed to achieve success in their life 
time. It may seem to be simply a question 
f success or failure, dependent on luck or 


eircumstances, successful puffing, and so on. 


But this would be rather a shallow view 
of the case. One category oi poets will win 


instant popularity and fame—those who 


express what thousands instinctively feel, but 
cannot express, or cannot so well express. In 
unother eategory is the poet who expresses, 
not what many feel, but what very few feel. 
A poet of this type has the chances of life 
against him: he may win in the Jong run, 
lut surely only after an arduous fight; he 
mar die forgotten, and only a few friends 
mat survive to see him rise to posthumous 
ame, 

Thomas Moore wrote his '“ Melodies” at a 
time when the reading public was very small 
indeed, restricted to a narrow set, brought up 
ii the English school, taking its taste from 
Enulish models, with no definite aspirations 

vet, but vaguely conscious of something 
suing in life—something national, some- 
‘ling Irish. He sounded the Irish note.

is free to choose. 

becomes almost tearful in de- 
scribing the sad state of the enterprising 
merchant who “ produces as good an article, 
if not better, at the same if not smaller cost 
than that which has previously been im- 
ported.” He goes on to paint the picture 
of this enterprising man being left ruined 
in his factory, which is idle for ‘‘a whole 
vear’’ owing to being undercut in the 
“ central purchase’’ contracts; and, mark 
the continuation of the sad story :—‘‘ Public 
bodies want his goods—they tell him so; 
and, although he is only too willing to sell 
them at or below the price of the success- 
ful tenderer, public bodies are precluded hy 
rules and regulations from dealing with him. 
His capital cannot stand the strain of one 
year’s idleness: his factory closes down for 
good.” 

This pitiful story is based on another of 

‘“H’s” “cold, true facts,” which may be 
cold, but certainly is not true. I have 
already dealt with the ‘‘one whole year’’ 
plaint, and now will give “H” one more 
of the contradictions he craves. There is 
no. “rule” or “‘regulation’’ which ‘‘precludes”’ 
public bodies from buying goods elsewhere 
which are included in the “central pur- 
chase” lists, provided they are up to stan- 
dard, and “at or below the price of the 
successful tenderer.” As a matter of fact, 
the body with which I am connected takes 
its contracts half-yearly in the usual way, 
but only accepts tenders which comply with 
the tonditions above. 
"In this connection it might be interesting 
to refer to an experiment carried out by that 
body some years ago. The standard pat- 
terns were procured, local contractors called 
in to examine them, and asked to tender at 
their very keenest cut for the half-year’s 
supplies. They did so. When the central 
buying prices came along, we were asked 
to estimate the quantities required for the 
half-year, and calculate the cost at (1) local 
prices, and (2) central buying quotations. 
This was done. We found that in the 
general contracts—the heavier items of pro- 
visions are always bought outside of ‘‘central 
buying’’—the saving under the latter was 
almost £200 for the half-year. If “'H” 
multiplies, say, 8400 by 40 or 50, he may 
work out roughly the probable saving every 
year throughout the Free State. As I am 
dealing only with one public body, and 
that not a large one, all I can say is that 
the result. will be at least as near to ‘‘cold, 
true facts ” as some of his statements. 

The argument of ‘‘H”’ as to the danger 
of monopolists getting away with contracts, 
and then lowering the standard of goods 
gh ey be true or may noi, but those 
w have had experience through many 
years of these public contracts have always 
had this difficulty to contend with Now 
they have the advantage of expert opinion 
about doubtful goods, which they had not 
formerly. If a web of cloth was suspected 
of being inferior, the officer who received it 
had to use his judgment, bring to his 
governing body the article in question and 
have it accepted or condemned, as the case 
might be. Now he sends a yard to the 
Trade Department. who have it tesied, warp, 
weft and dye, and compared with the stan- 
dard and contract requirements. He is 
then in a position to talk to the contractor 
avd to his council with complete confidence, 

A glance at any recent half-year’s central 
purchase price lists, and comparison with 
those of some years ago, will at once dis- 
pose of the contention that the system is 
tending to kill Irish indusiry. There were 
certainly some firms who ‘‘fel] by the way- 
side,” but some of these “falls” were 
due to defects in their trading methods, or 
failure to “ deliver the goods ” as required. 
In fact. the example of the “ enterprising 
‘merchant,’’ and remarks thereon, give all 
the arguments of “H's' case completely 
away. The merchant goes into business, 
according to “H.” trusting that the cen- 
tral purchasing officials would continue te 
let him have the contracts for an in- 
definite period, without any break in their 
continuity. Such a policy is more like 
picking out a Grand Nationa] winner on 
form than the Derby punter referred to by 


It does not end there. Lower down he

“ stoop’” strongly suggests that the buzzing 
noise is due to the vibration of the quill 
feathers, and not to the vocal organs,—
